There has always been a question among Christian scholars 
regarding the location of the tomb from which ou: blessed Lord 
arose. I, like many other tourists to the Holy Land, have visited 
what is undoubtedly the authentic burial place. 


This tomb, close to Gordon’s Calvary, appears for many reasons 
to be the real one. It seems to meet the Scriptural requirements 
in every respect. 

If Golgotha’s Hill is the mound north of the city of Jerusalem 
designated Gordon’s Calvary, then we have supporting evidence, 
because the New Testament account leaves no doubt that Christ 
was buried near the place of His crucifixion. 


I believe Gordon was right in his choice of Calvary, for the 
reason that this hill is the only one near the city which rises higher 
than the temple area. 


Viewing the elevation from the road that runs along the north 
wall of the city, you see two great caves resembling the eyes of a 
skull. You also see a smaller cave which supplies the nose and a 
third, like an opening of a mouth and teeth. The top of the hill 
is rounded like a skull and experts agree that this is the spot described 
in Matthew 27:33 as “a place called Golgotha, that is to say, a 
place of a skull.” 


Down the slope of the skull a short distance, we come to 
a small cliff in which a rich man’s tomb was carved out of solid 
rock. It seems to be the only burial place made by a man of wealth 
anywhere around the entire city. 


Only a rich man could finance the construction of such a 
tomb because it is located fourteen feet back in solid rock. The 
area into which one first enters is not a space carved for one body 
(a poor man’s tomb), but rather a place large enough to accommodate 
a family. Isaiah 53:9 prophesied that our Lord would be buried 
“with the rich.” 


Stepping inside, one discovers that the tomb was never fully 
completed. But the stone couch was finished, even to the hollowing 
out of a little spot for the head. There is also sitting space at each 
end of the couch. 

The disciples could have entered this sacred place and seen 
one angel at the head, and the other at the foot, that wonderful, 
wonderful Sunday morning. 

Again, his tomb was surrounded by a garden. This one, near 
Gordon’s Calvary, was in an old garden. The cistern and wine 
press are there. The old flagging stones of the garden path have 
been found. 

I believe this Garden Tomb is the tomb in which the Lord of 
glory killed death and come forth in resurrection glory.

A CODE MESSAGE 


A STRANGE BOOK appeared in 
the year 1912 which reduced the 
plan of attack to writing. It bore the 
abstruse title, “Philip Dru: Adminis- 
trator.” Only a few copies were printed. 
The text was meant primarily as a 
guide for top level promoters of the 
Conspiracy. 

One person reading on the surface 
enjoys an average novel, including a 
mediocre love story. But someone else, 
schooled in the delphic language of 
the conspirators, discerns an entirely 
different message. ; 


The program of world revolution 
which has since unfolded, was mapped 
in its pages. Written five years before 
the Russian revolution, provision was 
made for the red holocaust as part of 
the Conspiracy. The rise of the New 








Deal, directed by a man of Roosevelt’s 


‘| type, was anticipated. The sovietizing 


of our Country was blueprinted. 
The New Deal was not new! 


Men who manipulate conspiracies 
do not rely upon luck, chance, or hap- 
hazard methods. They map their attacks 
with the accuracy of military strate- 
gists. They know the wires to pull for 
producing political upheavals, financial 
panics, depressions and _ repressions. 
They know how to destroy economic 
equilibrium, create unrest and produce 
mobs animated by blood lust. 


Disraeli, England’s Jewish Prime 
Minister, once said: “The world is gov- 
erned by very different personages from 
what is imagined by those who are not 
behind the scenes.” 


Revolutions do not happen. They re- 
sult from planning. The book “Philip 
Dru: Administrator” contains the pat- 
tern set by international conspirators 
for the destruction of constitutional 
democracy in our part of the world. 


Couched in parabolic language, it 
has charted the course of the revolu- 
tionary movement in the United States 
with uncanny accuracy. 


The writer called it “A Story of To- 
morrow.” He explained how economic 
and political crises could be precipi- 
tated to produce mob violence, the 
abolishment of our constitution, the 
creating of legislative shackles, the de- 
struction of human liberty and the rise 
of a totalitarian system. He gave his 
hypothetical dictator the name Philip 
Dru. 


The identity of the author was not 
disclosed. In the front of the book 
where the writer’s name would have 
ordinarily appeared, the word “Anon- 
ymous” was inserted. 


Its appearance made a profound im- 
pression upon official Washington. 
Many wondered who could have writ- 
ten such a devastating and yet fascin- 
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ating story. The Jewish publisher would 
only say that the man who penned 
the prophecy moved in national and 
international circles. 


The dedication appearing on the 
opening page charged that the exist- 
ing social order was inherently wrong: 
“This book is dedicated to the unhappy 
many who lived and died lacking op- 
portunity, because, in the starting, the 
world-wide structure was wrongly be- 
gun.” 

The following words were printed 
on the covering packet in which the 
book was delivered: “The author — 
a man prominent in political councils 
— must necessarily remain anonymous. 
His pages are full of facts known only 
to the inner circle of statecraft and 
finance. His story shows how the seeth- 
ing, radical elements in the political 
cask today, under pressure of rising 
prices for the poor and greater privil- 
eges for the rich, literally burst into 
one great conflict, the Second Civil 
War, out of which rises the figure of 
Philip Dru, who shapes the future of 
the nation.” 

The premise of the sinister narra- 
tive is that our form of government 
must be considered mortally defective, 
to be replaced by a system fashioned 
according to the theories of Karl Marx. 


As previously stated, “Philip Dru: 
Administrator” contains a message in 
code. For instance, the name of the 
author appears on page 74, quite un- 
expectedly. 

An untrained reader sees the name 
of a hotel where a group of politicians 
are assembled ... but another person, 
capable of reading between the lines 
and ferreting out the occult message, 
discovers the name of the man who 
wrote the book — Mandell House. 


INTRODUCING WILSON’S 
HOLY MONK 


OLONEL E. MANDELL HOUSE, 
the mystery man of World War 
One, who flitted to and fro:among the 
capitals of the world, has ‘been aptly 
called “the holy monk of the Wilson 





administration.” The appellation places 
him in the orbit of Rasputin, the holy 
devil of Russia, who wielded a bane- 
ful influence over the household 2f 


the Czar Nicholas II. 


Wilson had the habit of referring 
to House as his alter ego. The latter 
admitted authorship of “Philip Dru: 
Administrator” before his death. 


The Encyclopaedia Britannica says: 
“Following his custom House refused 
any office politically as well as per- 
sonally. He remained closer to the pres- 
ident (Wilson) than any member of 
the official family.” 


The conspirators for whom he worked 
kept him detached from any specific 
public office. This provided the omni- 
presence necessary for promoting his 
evil designs. His position was super- 
political. He fronted for those who 
mapped the plan to wipe Christianity 
and democratic government from the 
face of the earth. The full power of in- 
ternational Jewry was concentrated in 


his hands. 


After the war, Wilson acted under 
House’s influence and tried to have the 
new Bolshevik government of Russia 
recognized, but the people of the United 
States refused to support him. H. Wick- 
man Steed, editor of the London Times, 
discusses Wilson’s failure in his book, 
“Through Thirty Years.” He tells how 
he advised House to let the President 
drop the matter. 


Mr. Steed adds: “I insisted that the 
prime movers were Jacob Schiff, War- 
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burg and other international financiers 
who wished above all to bolster the 
Jewish Bolsheviks to secure a field 
for German and Jewish exploitation 
of Russia. 


When Wilson finally realized how a 
net had been woven about him, he 
broke with House. He gave instructions 
that the conspirator should never again 
be allowed to enter his presence. He 
issued a second order that House be 
forbidden to attend his funeral. Both 
wishes were observed. 


Congressman Louis T. McFadden stat- 
ed: “It has been said that when he 
(Wilson) discovered the manner in 
which he had been misled by Colonel 
House, he turned against that busybody, 
that ‘holy monk’ of the financial em- 
pire, and showed him the door. He had 
the grace to do that, and in my opinion 
he deserves great credit for it.” 


After Wilson’s death, House caused 
his “Intimate Papers” to be published, 
claiming credit for countless acts of 
the administration which he secretly 
controlled. He later described his de- 
ceased partner as having been consti- 
tutionally unsuited for the role out- 
lined in “Philip Dru: Administrator.” 
About the same time he began cham. 
pioning Franklin Roosevelt as the 
“Ideal President.” 


Franklin Roosevelt was chosen, 





groomed and installed in the White 





House to consummate the Conspiracy. 





This explains why, the day after be- 





ing nominated the first time, he flew 





by plane from Chicago to be House’s 





guest in Massachusetts. 





Two months after Roosevelt’s elec- 
tion America’s Rasputin published an 
article in Liberty Magazine entitled, 
“Does the United States Need a Dic- 
tator: A Warning to Selfish Capital- 
ism.” It virtually advocated liquidation 
of the American Social order, to be sup- 
planted by the system earlier enunci- 
ated in the Philip Dru code book. 


Another treatise from his pen ap- 
peared in Liberty on April 2, 1938, 
under the heading, “A New Deal for the 
Nations.” This time he explained how 
the new President was accepting advice 
from him which Wilson rejected. He 
also said that Roosevelt could conceiv- 
ably become president of the world. 


THE SECRET OF HOUSE'S 
STRENGTH 


N ORDER to understand the tremen- 
dous power that Colonel House wield- 
ed, one must know something about 
his hidden master, Jacob Schiff, presi- 
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dent of the Kuhn, Loeb & Company 
group of international Jewish bankers. 


Schiff came to the United States be- 
fore the turn of the present century as 
an agent for certain foreign money 
lenders. His mission was to get control 
of American railroads. The son of a 
rabbi, he was born in one of the Roths- 
childs’ houses in Frankfort, Germany. 


As a young man, Schiff was trained 
in the banking centers of Hamburg and 
London. Upon reaching America, he 
went to Lafayette, Indiana, and asso- 
ciated himself with Kuhn & Loeb, 
which was then a firm of Jewish ped- 
dlers. 


The organization moved its head- 
quarters to New York soon thereafter 
and was rich in an incredibly short 
time. Jacob Schiff married Teresa Loeb 
and became the head of Kuhn, Loeb 
& Company. He began giving orders 
to presidents as a matter of course, 
using men in public life as puppets 
and pawns. He became the prince of 
world Jewry and an international trou- 
ble maker. 


This man marked the Czarist gov- 
ernment of Russia for destruction. He 
brought about its collapse through eco- 
nomic attack, followed by physical vio- 
lence resulting from mob action on the 
part of men thrown out of employment. 


By skillful propaganda, Schiff cre- 
ated deep hatreds among the American 
people toward Russia. Those were the 
days when the money changers were 
plotting a war between Russia and Eng- 
land. They later decided that Japan 
should fight Russia. Thus England was 
spared a conflict in India where Jew- 
ish interests had large investments to 
be protected. 


While the Russian-Japanese War was 
in progress, President Theodore Roose- 
velt offered to act as peacemaker. A 
conference between representatives of 
the belligerents was arranged at Ports- 
mouth, New Hampshire. Jacob Schiff 
dominated the assemblage, having fi- 
nanced Japan’s side of the conflict. 


He humiliated the Russia delegates 
at every turn and succeeded in having 
an 80-year-old friendship treaty be- 
tween the United States and Russia 
abrogated. 


All this was done to weaken the Rus- 
sian government and pave ihe way for 
a revolution, which would turn the 
Country into a proving ground for 
world communism. 


Leon Trotsky (real name Bronstein), 
was a favorite with Jacob Schiff. Dur- 
ing World War One, Trotsky lived 
in the Bronx, published a leftist maga- 














zine called Novy Mir, organized groups 
for the overthrow of the American 
capitalistic system and started currents 
flowing which later crystallized in the 
formation of the Communist Party of 
the United States. He was financed by 
Schiff’s money. 


Secret arrangements were made for 
Trotsky’s transportation over the Cana- 
dian border to Halifax, across the At- 
lantic, through Europe and finally into 
Russia. Shortly after arriving there, he 
was informed that a huge credit had 
been placed at his disposal in a War- 
burg bank of Sweden. This money was 
used to destroy the Czar’s government 
and set up the Moscow dictatorship. 


This, in brief, explains how the Rus- 
sian people became slaves of the inter- 
national Jewish banking fraternity. 
Communism is international because it 
emerges from the Talmudic background 
of the one international race. 


The following statement from the 
Universal Jewish Encyclopedia there- 
fore speaks volumes: “Individual revo- 
lutionary leaders of Jewish origin played 
a conspicuous part in the revolution 
of November 1917, which enabled the 
Bolsheviks to take possession of the 
state apparatus.” 


Colonel House was the representative 
of these Jewish interests. This explains 
the source of his power. The same forces 
are operating today. The book “Philip 
Dru: Administrator” plotted their 
scheme for the sovietizing of America. 


Woodrow Wilson failed them. Frank- 
lin Roosevelt served them to the end of 


his days. Harry Truman remains their 
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pawn. Dwight Eisenhower is their choice 





in this, the catastrophic year of 1952. 





Their methods are different today 
than in the past, but the objective re- 
mains the same — namely, the complete 
domination of all mankind. 


They are determined to rule the 
world. The United Nations is_ their 
present vehicle. They want one world, 
with the understanding that it is to 
be their world! 


If they now profess to abhor Com- 
munism, it is because a more formid- 
able weapon has been forged. No mat- 
ter what they label their system, its 
final purpose provides for the destruc- 
tion of American free enterprise, the 
abolishment of human liberty and elim- 
ination of those institutions built up 
in the name of the Christian religion. 


FINDING THE PHILIP DRU MOTIVE 
HE PROGRAM mapped by Colonel 


House and his masters provides 
for a “second civil war” in the United 
States. Out of this chaos, a system of 
bureaucratic control is anticipated, in 
which the American people will be 
leveled by the iron hand of interna- 
tionalism. 


Philip Dru, the symbolic ruler, is 
introduced as a student graduating from 
West Point. Addressing a young lady, 
the daughter of a wealthy family, Dru’s 
first words in the book are devoted to 
praise for the French Revolution: “Glor- 
ia, we are entering a new era.” These 
two words, “new era,” became the seed 
thought from which the term New Deal 
sprang. 


“The past is no longer to be a guide 
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to the future,” Dru continues. “A cen- 
tury and a half ago there arose in 
France a giant that had slumbered for 
untold centuries ... So when he awoke 
he could only destroy. Unfortunately 
for him, there was not one of the gov- 
erning class (in France) who was big 
enough and human enough to lend a 
guiding and a friendly hand, so he 
was led by weak and selfish men who 
could only incite him to further wan- 
ton murder and demolition. 


“But out of that revelry of blood 
there dawned upon mankind the hope 
of a more splendid day. The giant at 
last knew his strength, and with head 
erect, and the light of freedom in his 
eyes, he dared to assert the liberty, 
equality and fraternity of men.” 


Thus the French Revolution is eulo- 
gized. The author causes his hero to 
demand the same treatment for the 
American people that bled Frenchmen 
white in the great Terror of 1789: 
“Nowhere in the world is wealth more 
defiant, and monopoly more insistent 
than in this mighty republic, and it is 
here that the next great battle for 
human emancipation will be fought 
and won.” 


The Philip Dru philosophy ignores 
that under our system of free enter- 
prise every industrious person has an 
opportunity equal to his fellows for 
getting ahead. This is proved by the 
fact that so many people in humble 
walks of life, born amid poverty and 
adversity, have risen to levels of lead- 
ership. Under Communism the labor- 
ing man can never hope to improve his 
position. 

When those who work for wages 
permit themselves to become enam- 
oured by red propaganda, they are 
placing their feet in a carefully laid 
trap. Promoters of the conspiracy who 
advocate revolutionary changes in the 
American social order are not sincere. 
Their motives are selfish. They have 
no real concern for the welfare of 
the worker. He plays the fool when 
he listens to them! 


Colonel House keeps his chief char- 
acter speaking: “Their (those who be- 
lieve in the American way of life) 
very excesses in cruelty finally caused 
a revolution in feeling, and there was 
evolved the Christian religion of today, 
a religion almost wholly selfish and 
concerned almost entirely in the better- 
ment of life after death ... Socialism 
as dreamed of by Karl Marx cannot 
be entirely brought about by the level- 
ing of wealth. If that were done with- 
out a spiritual leveling, the result would 
be largely as you suggest.” 





By this time, Philip Dru has declared 
himself a supporter and admirer of 
Karl Marx. After traveling for a time 
in various parts of the Country, he 
decided to make his home with the 
Levinskys in the Jewish section of New 
York City: “The thick, sharp-featured 
Jew and his fat, homely wife who kept 
it had lived in that neighborhood for 
many years, and Philip found them 
a mine of useful information ... Ben 
Levinsky’s forebears had long lived 
in Warsaw.” 


The Jewish motivation of the Philip 
Dru code is exposed to plain view in 
this part of the book. Colonel House 
leaves no doubt that his proposed pro- 
gram for America was geared to the 
dictates of international Jewry. 


No informed observer questions that 
Franklin Roosevelt committed himself 
to the same master plan before being 
advanced to the high office. James 
Farley may have had this in mind, on 
June 27, 1934, when he declared in a 
speech at Detroit: “The President’s 
head is cool and his feet are on the 
ground. His plan was worked out for 
him before he was nominated.” 


THE GREAT AMERICAN 
MASSACRE 


S THE STORY progresses, Philip 
Dru takes up writing for a finan- 
cial consideration. Newspapers and 
magazines open their columns to him. 
His articles contain the basic ingredi- 
ents of many New Deal-Fair Deal 
speeches and broadcasts. It is obvious 
that ghost writers for both Roosevelt 
and Truman have frequently drawn 
upon this section of the book. 


Colonel House caused the following 
to be printed in italic type to attract 
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the eye of the reader: “In a direct and 
forceful manner, he (Philip Dru) point- 
ed out that our civilization was funda- 
mentally wrong inasmuch as among 
other things, it restricted efficiency; 
that if society were properly organized, 
there would be none who were not 


sufficiently clothed and fed ... In his 
second article he incorporated the story 
of the Levinskys as being fairly repre- 
sentative of the problem he wished 
to treat.” 


Then the author consumed several 
pages building up a straw man, by 
putting a political nonentity in the 
White House, named Rockland. A chap- 
ter is devoted to “The Making of a 
President,” in which “conservatives” 
who reject the teachings of Karl Marx 
are subjected to a severe drubbing. 
Only men with bloody hands are truly 
virtuous! 


Finally the stage is set for Amer- 
ica’s second civil war. Philip Dru stands 
at the head of a private army com- 
posed of laboring men. Blood flows 
in the gutters of American cities. When 
the smoke clears away, our Country 
is under the rule of a dictatorship of 
the proletariat. 


Perhaps we will never know how 
close to the rim of this bottomless pit 
the Roosevelt and Truman administra- 
tions succeeded in carrying us — be- 
fore the present moral and spiritual 
awakening got under way. 


INSTRUMENTS OF PUBLIC POWER 


HEN ROOSEVELT felt especially 
playful and pleased over the way 
things were going he would say to 
Washington associates and newspaper 
en: “We planned it that way.” 


An old-time representative of the 
press at Washington says that the 
remark always created an awkward situ- 
ation because the hearers knew they 
were “in the presence of an unsolved 
mystery.” No one knew for sure who 
was meant by the use of the word 
“We.” 


After the United States received its 
blood bath, Philip Dru worked out 
what the book describes as “A New 
Code of Laws.” 

Every essential phase of the New 


Deal-Fair Deal legislative program will 








be found in this section. 





The White House planners have ob- 
viously used it as a text for drawing 
up the many alphabetical revolution- 
ary measures which the Congress has 
been stampeded and coerced into pass- 


ing. 
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Despite the great importance of this 
part of the exposure, space is not avail- 
able to give the matter the treatment 
deserved. Suffice to say that there is 
nothing really new in the New Deal- 
Fair Deal program of bureaucratic 
legislation.

The proposals which were at first 
so shocking to the majority of Amer- 
ican citizens, were lifted bodily from 
“Philip Dru: Administrator.” 


When the New Deal was yet in its 
infancy Roosevelt boasted with con- 
summate audacity that he had created 
“new instruments of public power,” 
in the form of legislation that was com- 
pletely revolutionary. But he did not 
explain that his wrecking crew of Jew 
ish lawyers (appointees of Felix Frank- 
furter), strategically placed in various 
departments of government, were mere- 
ly translating the Philip Dru code into 
federal statutes. 


Roosevelt said the Constitution was 
an instrument to be relegated to the 
“days of the horse and buggy.” Philip 
Dru said that the document was satis- 
factory “for the first hundred years of 
our existence, but under the conditions 
of today it is not only obsolete, but 
even grotesque.” 


The AAA, WPA, NRA and numerous 
other alphabetical schemes will be 
found in the book. Socialized medicine, 
the abolition of holding companies, 
the elimination of states rights, gov- 
ernment competition with private in- 
dustry, wage and hour legislation, sys- 
tematic attacks upon ownership of pri- 
vate property — and many other New 
Deal-Fair Deal innovations are inherent 
in these pages. 





Roosevelt lifted his plan for pack- 
ing the Supreme Court from the chap- 
ter entitled, “The Reform of the Judi- 
ciary.” House placed the following 
words in Philip Dru’s mouth: “The 
Supreme Court is ever present with 
its Damoclean sword. It is nearly im- 
possible for the desires of our people 
to find expression into a law.” 


Philip Dru often spoke to his fol- 
lowers in groups and on those occa- 
sions his messages were called “FIRE- 
SIDE TALKS” (according to page 254 
of the book). 


When New Deal-Fair Deal spokes- 
men make speeches or issue statements, 
they speak a dual language. The pub- 
lic often hears one thing, while the 
international occult conspirators dis- 
cern something quite different. 


The code term “Fireside Talks” is 
an example. When Roosevelt’s radio 
talks were thus publicized, the great 
body of American citizens accepted 
them as reports to the Nation by the 
chief executive. But the delphic words 
“Fireside Talks” told the conspirators 
that he was in reality shaping the 
United States government and its pol- 
icies according to the Philip Dru pat- 
tern. 


The foregoing outline barely scratches 
the surface. But sufficient has been 
written to show that enemies of Amer- 
ica have conspired to ruin the great- 
est Nation on the face of the earth. 
The core of the Conspiracy has now 
been exposed to plain view.

sepulchre, and seeth the linen clothes 
lie, And the napkin, that was about 
his head, not lying with the linen 
clothes, but wrapped together in a place

The three words, “And the napkin,” 
may at first glance seem incidental, 
but I believe that an examination of 
the circumstances will reveal some 
striking testimony relative to the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ. 


In this message I want to lead you 
from the Cross, the place of a skull, 
to the open tomb where the body of 
our Lord had been laid and from which 
He rose in glory. 


As we review the scenes which took 
place “outside the camp” where Jesus 
hung a dying Victim upon the Cross, 
we will be compelled to say with the 
Centurian, “Truly this was the Son 


of God.” 


No death has ever been witnessed 
like that of our Lord. When He died 
the temple veil was torn from top to 
bottom, the rocks were rent asunder 
and graves were flung wide open. 


During His agony the sun hid its face 
so that thick darkness ensued. The 
various utterances from the Cross were 
heard, and finally the Saviour yielded 
up His spirit. He died, and disposition 
had to be made of that sacred body. 
Two men came to claim it, namely, 
Joseph and Nicodemus, both being 
numbered among His friends. 


The body was not taken to the home 
of either of these men nor to a public 
morgue. It was buried soon after being 
taken from the Cross. After the manner 
of the Jews, it was wound around with 
linen. Spices and ointment were mingled 





with the linen for the purpose of re- 
tarding decomposition. The Greeks cre- 
mated their dead and the Egyptians 
embalmed theirs, but the Jews did as 
I have indicated. 


Hints of the Jewish method of burial 
are seen in various New Testament 
passages. Referring to the death of 
Ananias we read, “And the young men 
arose, wound him up, and carried him 
out, and buried him.” (Acts 5:6) 


“Then said Jesus, Let her alene: 
against the day of my burying uath 
she kept this.” (John 12:7) 


Mary had previously anointed Him 
with “a pound of ointment of spike- 
nard, very costly.” One of the disciples 
complained and the Lord answered by 
associating the incident with the cus- 
tom of burial. The same idea is con- 
veyed in connection with the visit 
of the women to the tomb, “Now upon 
the first day of the week, very early 
in the morning, they came unto the 
sepulchre, bringing the spices which they 
had prepared, and certain others with 


them.” (Luke 24:1) 


It was a custom for the nearest rela- 
tive to close the eyes of the deceased, 
shut the mouth and tie a napkin around 
the head to hold the jaws in place. 
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A napkin was placed around the head 
of Jesus. After this He was taken for 
burial on a long board or litter and 
then placed on a stone ledge in the 
tomb. The tomb was securely fastened 
and a watch placed in front of it. 


Jewish leaders were determined that 
the body should not be disturbed; and 
that the predictions which He had made 
of His resurrection would be proved 
false. 


At the beginning of the chapter 
wherein my text is found we read of 
the visit of Mary Magdalene to the 
sepulchre, very early when it was yet 
dark. Seeing that the stone was rolled 
away, she hurried to inform Peter and 


John. 


Immediately these two disciples went 
to the tomb to see if the report was true. 


It would have been a fine demonstra- 
tion of their faith if they had not gone 
to the tomb but turned in the opposite 
direction to announce the glad tidings. 
Evidently John outran Peter but hesi- 
tated to enter the tomb. When Peter 
got there he walked in without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation. Entering he saw the 
linen in which the body of Jesus had 
been wrapped, and also the neatly 
folded napkin but the Lord was gone. 


Emboldened by Peter’s action, John 
entered and when he saw the situation, 
believed. He realized that something 
marvelous had taken place. That great 
stone had been rolled away, not to let 
Christ out, but to let the rest of us in, 
that we might see and believe. There 
are many interesting details about this 
story, but I want us to fix attention 
upon the folded napkin, small though 
it be. 


It is full of meaning and wonderfully 
significant. As we think of this little 
napkin, may I point out that 


IT BEARS TESTIMONY THAT 
JESUS DIED 


Only dead people were bound with 
grave clothes. I believe from all the 
circumstances surrounding the prepara- 
tion of the body of Jesus for burial, 
that those who handled Him must have 
been convinced of the reality of His 
death. 


Enemies would like to have men be- 
lieve that something else happened than 
the reality of death, perhaps a deep 
faint. This would be for the purpose 
of disproving that He actually rose 
from the dead. 


I once heard a man say that he was 
more concerned about the beautiful 
life of Jesus, than with the gory sights 
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which clustered about His death. So 
far as this man was concerned, that 
part of the Bible story could be omit- 
ted. We must remember our salvation 
begins at the Cross and not at the 
Manger. 


The hope of forgiveness for any soul 
stems out of the fact that the Saviour 
actually died. Divine justice could not 
be satisfied with anything less than 
the death of Jesus as a payment for 
the sins of men. 


He died according to the Scriptures. 
There was no trance about it. He died 
just as the Bible declares. He died 
according to the will of God. It could 
not have been otherwise. He died that 
God might remain just, and at the 
same time justify the ungodly. His 
death was a marvelous demonstration 
of the love of God for a poor, perish- 
ing world. 


Let us never get away from the truth 
that Jesus died according to the needs 
of men. Nothing less than His death 
could avail for sinners. The example 
of His life is beyond our reach. None 
of us can hope to measure up to it. 
The only way the just wrath of God 
toward sinful men could be met, was 
for God to intervene. 


The napkin of which we are studying 
was a grave cloth. It was a thing that 
belonged to the grave and to death, and 
it bears striking testimony that He 
died for us. 


Further consideration of this bit of 
cloth is to note that 


IT BEARS TESTIMONY THAT 
JESUS CAME TO LIFE 


We read in the seventh verse of the 
twentieth chapter of John, how the 
napkin was “wrapped together in a 
place by itself.” 


This would not have occurred if the 
body of Jesus had been stolen. There 
would have been no time to arrange the 
clothing. 
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The grave clothes were left like a 
chrysalis. Jesus slipped out of them 
with the greatest ease because His resur- 
rection body could not be bound by 
natural law. The empty garments there- 
fore collapsed and were left in an 
orderly position. 


We have every reason to believe that 
the blessed Saviour rose physically from 
the dead. Modernism rejects this truth. 
Many declare that our Lord did not 
rise in a literal sense, but the Bible 
says He did. 


The resurrection was clearly taught 
in the Old Testament. The most glorious 
of Messianic Psalms so declared. “For 
thou wilt not leave my soul in hell; 
neither wilt thou suffer thine holy one 
to see corruption.” The last few words 
definitely announced His physical re- 
surrection. 


Jesus left no doubt that He would 
rise physically for we read of it in 
John 2:18-22, “Then answered the Jews 
and said unto him, What sign showest 
thou unto us, seeing that thou doest 
these things? Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Destroy this temple, and 
in three days I will raise it up. Then 
said the Jews, Forty and six years was 
this temple in building, and wilt thou 
rear it up in three days? But he spake 
of the temple of his body. When there- 
fore he was risen from the dead, his 
disciples remembered that he had said 
this unto them; and they believed the 
Scripture, and the word which Jesus 


had said.” 





The Jews never forgot these words, 
and it accounts for the fact that the 
tomb was sealed so tightly and a guard 
placed before it. 


Our Master gave a personal demon- 
stration of His physical resurrectign 
when He challenged certain disciples 
to handle Him and see that it was He, 
Himself, who stood before them. He 
drew attention to His hands and feet 
for these were seen nailed to the Cross. 
In so doing He was showing conclusive- 
ly that He was not a disembodied spirit. 


On one occasion He ate broiled fish 
and honeycomb. This incident leaves 
no doubt that He possessed full physi- 
cal powers after the resurrection. Jesus 
rose from the dead and from the tomb. 
“O grave, where is thy victory?” What 
comfort it is to our hearts to know 
that the grave is not all-powerful! 


IT BEARS TESTIMONY THAT 
JESUS WAS INFINITE IN POWER 


The Book of Romans opens with 
the declaration that Jesus is “declared 
to be the Son of God with power, 
according to the spirit of holiness, 
by the resurrection from the dead.” 
We also see Him the Son of God with 


power. 


I memorized this morning that beau- 
tiful statement found in Psalms 62:11, 
“God hath spoken once; twice have 
I heard this; that power belongeth 
unto God.” It takes nothing short of 
the power of God to cope with the 
power of death and the grave. 
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When Lazarus came forth from the 
grave at the command of the Lord, he 
was alive, but bound. Jesus had to 
order that he be released from his 
grave clothes. But it was not so with 
the risen Christ. No power on earth 
or among men could hold against the 
power of heaven. He was not to be 
held in any sense, by the grave. 


The empty tomb of Jesus containing 
the elements of the old life, shows 
that One had come into the world who 
was stronger than death. Praise God 
there was a Man who could empty a 
grave when men had filled it! 


If you were imprisoned in a fortress 
and one who loved you tried to effect 
a rescue but died fighting, you would 
cherish the memory of your friend’s 
valiant effort. But your chains would 
still be present. 


So would it have been with those 
whom Christ came to save if He had 
not risen — those for whom He gave 
His life would have been undelivered. 
But Christ has conquered death and 
holds in His hands the keys of the 


grave. 


Again let us remember as we study 


the folded napkin that 


IT BEARS TESTIMONY TO THE 
WORLD’S GREATEST EVENT 


I ask you ... what is comparable 
to the resurrection of our Lord? What 
event in history can overshadow it? 
The blackest lie that could be told, 
weuld be to say that Jesus Christ is not 
livmg. The grandest truth that can be 
uttered, is that He lives and has as- 
cended on high to represent us in the 
presence of God. 


This event is the turning point of 
world history. 


Thinking of His resurrection I have 
asked myself the question many times 
... How can one account for the trans- 
fermed lives of men and women aside 
from the resurrection of our Lord? 


Then further ... How is any one to 
account for the existence and continu- 
ance of the Church apart from it? How 
are we going to explain the preserva- 
tion of the Bible apart from it? And 
how can we account for the continued 
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upholding of Sunday observance aside 
from the power of a living Christ? 


Whence came this day and who 
started it? The answer is found in the 
fact that Sunday, the Christian Sab- 
bath, is the memorial of a new crea- 
tion. It did not originate with the 
declaration of a man but with the all- 
powerful resurrection of the Son of 
God. Sunday became our day of wor- 
ship the moment He came forth from 
the grave. The empty grave was the 
beginning of Christian faith and hope. 
It is the foundation stone of the Church. 


I want to say that the resurrection 
of the Saviour is not only a mighty 
historical event, but a fact of supreme 





necessity. It completes the work of 
Calvary. 


His death provides redemption. His 
resurrection provides regeneration. It 
opens to us the door of immortality. 
Oh, my soul rejoices in this knowledge 
and in what it means to my own per- 
sonal experience. 


The disciples preached the resur- 
rection with power. They knew what it 
meant. They knew its value in their 
own lives and in the lives of all who 
embraced their message. 


“And with great power gave the 
apostles witness of the resurrection of 
the Lord Jesus: and great grace was 
upon them all.” (Acts 4:33) 
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oes YEARS ago Admiral Byrd 
spent the winter in the neighbor- 
hood of the South Pole for the purpose 
of scientific exploration. His fellow of- 
ficers prepared for him a hut made 
of steel entrenched in the ice and snow, 
and, after making every provision for 
a long winter, left their chief alone 
and returned to an island to the north 
called “Little America.” 


The Admiral came near losing his 
life, as the stove failed to function pro- 
perly, giving off poisonous gases; he 
would have frozen to death but for the 
love of fellow officers, who, becoming 
aware of their chief’s plight, came to 
his rescue. 


One day the Admiral (I say “day,” 
but it was forever night) left his hut 
to take a brisk walk in the fresh air. 
He suddenly wheeled about, horrified. 
He had gone too far. Absolutely noth- 
ing of his hut was visible. 


The polar night, with its piercing 
cold, enveloped him. The stars were 
hidden by heavy clouds. A white blank- 
et of snow, covering vast depths of ice, 
was the only element. The only guide- 
posts to his hut — his footsteps — 
were lost in the shifting snow. 


He realized in an instant the great- 
ness of his peril. Were he to strike out 





in search of his hut and, failing to 
hit upon it, go beyond it, all sense 
of direction would be lost: he would 
be like a cork bobbing in midocean. 
He could then only stumble about in 
the night of icy polar wastes — to die. 
The possibility of tracking down his 
hut would be as slight as finding the 
proverbial needle in a haystack. 


Bui the Admiral did not give way 
to panic. He had presence of mind. 
Having with him a stave, a sort of 
pole, he drove it into the ice and said, 
“Here is my center.” He established 
a center, of which he resolved not to 
lose sight. “I can always return to my 
center,” he thought. “My hut isn’t far; 
keeping my center in view, I’ll not lose 
my way; [ll at last find my shack.” 


He struck out, groping in the night 
for his hut, buried as it was in the 
ice. However, not finding it, he hur- 
ried back to his center, of which he 
had not for a second lost sight. Again 
he stealthily pushed out over the ice, 
hoping to hit upon his shack — but 
he failed. 


Still he felt confident and was able 
to overcome fear because of his center, 
to which he clung with the resolve 
of a drowning man. The third attempt 
was also a failure. His hut was as 
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invisible as ever. But there was his 
center, the pole, upon which his eyes 
were fastened with ever increasing eag- 
erness. 


However, for a second, fear threat- 
ened to invade his soul, as the realiza- 
tion came that he must extend the ra- 
dius of his quest. This would remove 
his one hope farther from view. His 
center would be in peril. Should he 
fail to get back to that, the curtain 
would fall and the drama would end: 
But he must extend the radius of his 
quest, for he was not reaching out far 
enough to bring his hut into view. 


Just then there was a rift in the 
clouds and the stars burst upon his aw- 
ful night. What a providence! He would 
be able to increase the radius of his 
search and still keep his center in 
view. Thus he would be still certain of 
his whereabouts. So, with the light of 
the stars aiding him, the Admiral 
struck out once more into the snowy 
waste that lay about him. 


This time as he reached out farther 
into the night, not however, without 
keeping in view his center, which lay 
behind him and toward which he cast 
feverish glances — this time he fell 
upon his hut. He was soon “home” 
again and safe from the terrible blasts 
of the polar winter. 


Ah, but it was the pole, that center, 
to which he had turned again and again, 
that did the work! It was his center 
which brought him at last to his de- 
sired haven. 


How often this story has come to 
mind. It has become fraught with vast 
significance. It speaks with overwhelm- 
ing force of another Center which looms 
forth in the night of the world’s despair. 


There are polar wastes, outgrowths 
of sin, which lie like a horrible night 
of desolation around man’s soul. He 
is, as the poet has said, a child crying 
in the night, crying for the light. He 
has gone astray like sheep, to use the 
words of the prophet. 


Fear, immeasurable fear, threatens 
the bulwarks of his being. Demon forces 
stalk over the earth today with the wea- 
pons and the purposes of hell. In- 
deed, men’s hearts, as Jesus said, are 
failing them for fear of the things 
that are to come to pass. 
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But, thank God, there is a great 
Center to which we may turn! There 
is hope of finding our way “home.” 
The night of wickedness and despair 
need not engulf men’s hearts, for God 
has set up a wondrous Guidepost. 


He set it on a hill so all could see. 
He placed it on a mount so none 
could fail to look upon it. “Wicked 
hands,” cried Peter on the day of Pente- 
cost, “have crucified Him,” but it was 
not without “the determinate counsel 
and foreknowledge of God.” 


Yes, God has set up for groaning, 
struggling, groping, weeping, despair- 
ing — but still hoping — man, a 
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glorious Center. It is the Cross of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. It is the accursed 
tree upon which the King ef Glory 
died. It is Calvary’s awful consumma- 
tion, about which the centuries move, 
and which is the hub of history. 


It is Golgotha’s celestial revelation: 
the unspeakable Cross where the Ged- 
man travailed to give birth to a re 
deemed humanity. Oh, the immeasur- 
able glory of Calvary’s Cross!

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IS MAINTAINED by some reli- 
gious leaders of the liberal school 
that the American system of private 
enterprise is out of harmony with Scrip- 
ture, and that the land and the tools 
of production ought to be controlled 
and operated by the government. 


These leaders do not show how the 
transfer of property and means of 
production from the control of the 
many to the control of the few will 
work a moral revolution in the few 
to keep them from exploiting the people. 


It is not shown why that a few men, 
without competitors — and against 
whose decision there is no appeal, will 
work more for the good of the com- 
munity, than a system wherein the 
means of production are owned by many 
men, and against whose decisions, when 
unjust, there is a court of appeal. 


MY PURPOSE 


The purpose of this treatise is not 
to defend all that every individual in 
our system has done. I do not defend 
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all that some have professed to do in 
the name of Christ. For there are some 
who have not understood, and there 
are some who have not cared. 


My purpose is not to maintain that 
Christianity cannet exist under any sys- 
tem other than that of private enter- 
prise. The Church was born during 
the reign of a dictator, It has been per- 
secuted at other times and places. I 
contend, however, that our system of 
private enterprise has provided the 
best possible environment for the free 
proclamation of Christ’s Gospel and 
the greatest measure of freedom for 
its adherents. 


In the private enterprise system, the 
predominate emphasis or force in pro- 
duction and distribution comes from 
the individual rather than the State. 
Under the private enterprise system the 
individual has freedom to work where 
he chooses and can, to own property, 
and to buy and sell without being un- 
der the centralized control of the gov- 
ernment. 
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In speaking of this system, which 
involves what is commonly called Capi- 
talism, we do not have in mind just 
a few big business men. Also included 
are the millions of farmers who own 
their land — which is their means of 
production, along with their tools; lit- 
tle businesses; home owners; those who 
own stock; those who draw _ interest 
on money in banks, and other groups. 





Dr. George S. Benson has well ob- 
served that industry should not be 
classified as representing the rich, be- 
cause: (1) It is broadly held. Many 
individuals, who are not wealthy, often 
hold stock in industries. (2) There are 
industries which are in debt. (3) The 
Capital from the industry is not hidden 
somewhere, but put back into the busi- 
ness itself and thus helps produce more 
goods for more people. 


Christianity does not present a blue- 
print for an economic and _ political 
system. It is world wide in its nature, 
and calls on men to turn to God through 
Christ, regardless of the system under 
which they live. But this does not mean 
that a system which embodies one set 
of principles is not more in harmony 
with its nature and influence, than a 
system which embodies an entirely dif- 
ferent set of principles. 


Every government operating under 
a collectivist system attacks (1) the 
right of private property, (2) the sac- 
redness of human personality, and (3) 
the enjoyment of true liberty. 


THE RIGHT OF PRIVATE PROPERTY 


Private property is recognized in the 
Old Testament. Abraham bought ground 
in which to bury Sarah. (Genesis 23: 
16-18) Jacob worked under Laban for 
wages. Although it is true that he had 
some difficulties with Laban (Genesis 
31:6-7), it was not due to the system 
itself. 


The right of property ownership was 
so sacred that even a king could not 
force an individual to sell a vineyard 
to him. King Ahab and his wife Jezebel 
were punished for obtaining the pro- 
perty by foul means, when Naboth, 
the owner, refused to sell. (I Kings 21) 


The commandment, “Thou shalt not 


steal” (Exodus 20:15), implies that 
CHRISTIAN 
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ownership of property is not wrong. As 
P. J. Flowers said: “If theft be wrong, 
then institution of property must be 
right.” 

Private property is also recognized 
in the New Testament. “Thou shalt not 
steal” is repeated in Matthew 19:18 
and Romans 13:9. The right to own 
property and to sell it, is clearly stated 
in Acts 5:4. 


In speaking of a certain piece of 
land, the apostle Peter said: “While 
it remained, was it not thine own? and 
after it was sold, was it not in thine 
own power?” Ananias, to whom Peter 
spoke, was punished, but it was for 
the sin of hypocrisy and not because 
he owned and sold property. 


Consider the rich young ruler. Does 
his case imply that it is wrong to have 
possessions, even great possessions? If 
not, why did Christ tell him to “sell 
all that thou hast, and distribute unto 
the poor,” and “follow me?” (Luke 
18 :22-23) 


These instructions were not given 
to any other individual. The rich, in 
I Timothy 6:17-19, were not told to 
sell all that they had, but to use money 
for the good of mankind. Jesus knew, 
however, that covetousness was keep- 
ing the young ruler from heaven. 


The account given in Mark indicates 
that this man was trusting in his riches. 
“And Jesus looked round about, and 
saith unto his disciples, How hardly 
shall they that have riches enter into 
the kingdom of God! And the disciples 
were astonished at his words. But Jesus 
answereth again, and saith unto them, 
Children, how hard is it for them that 
trust in riches to enter into the king- 
dom of God.” (Mark 10:23-24) One 
cannot enter the kingdom of God 
through trusting in riches. Jesus did 
not tell the young ruler to turn his 
property over to the State, or put it 
in some common fund. The property 
was his, as is clear from the fact that 
Jesus told him to sell it, and to distri- 
bute it to the poor. 


As Dr. Clarence Bouma said: “When 
told to sell all that he had and give 
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to the poor, he was charged to do so, 
not because that was the only economy 
which our Lord approved, but because 
this was in his particular case, the 
only radical cure for the evil of having 
set his heart upon riches.” 


The duty of working, and the right 
to profit from one’s labors, is also 
clearly taught in the Scriptures. Wages, 
of course, are a form of private proper- 
ty. And labor, one should not forget, 
may be done with the brain as well as 
the brawn. The private enterprise sys- 
tem encourages men to work more 
than a Collectivist system, and is there- 
fore more in harmony with the demands 
of the Christian faith concerning toil. 
It gives less encouragement to those 
who would be parasites. 


We likewise find that the responsi- 
bility to use rightly what one has, as 
well as the right to own property, is 
set forth in the Bible. The abuse of 
wealth is condemned, while its proper 
use is commended. 


There is condemnation of the wan- 
ton, oppressive rich. (James 5:1-6) 
That James speaks of the unjust, op- 
pressive rich is shown by these words: 
“Behold, the hire of the labourers who 
have reaped down your fields, which is 
of you kept back by fraud, crieth: 
and the cries of them which have 
reaped are entered into the ears of 
the Lord of sabaoth (host).” 


This passage does not say that it is 
wrong for one man to employ another. 
It does not say that it is wrong to work 
for wages. But it forbids the employer 
to deal with the employee on the basis 
of injustice and fraud. 


THE INDIVIDUAL 


The system of private enterprise is 
more in harmony with Christian teach- 
ing than any Collectivist system, since 
Collectivism disregards the sacredness 
of human personality. Dr. Bouma points 
out that Collectivism does “not con- 
sider society as made up of persons, 
with individual rights, abilities, and 
possibilities. They are a mere part of 
a larger whole; (they are) as a cog 
in a wheel. In a Collectivist system, 
the system is the thing — not the men 
who constitute the system.” 


History confirms the fact that Col- 
lectivism regards individuals as tools 
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of the State, rather than as persons 
who have rights with which the State 
should not interfere. The more a State 
moves toward Collectivism, the less it 
regards the individual. 


On the other hand, the Christian faith 
insists that God has made sacred the 
individual. Thus we would expect Him 
to show His greatest approval to the 
system which gives the most emphasis 
to the dignity and value of human 
personalities. 


In every effort toward Collectivism, 
the more it progresses, the less free- 
dom the individual possesses. When re- 
garding the individual as a cog in a 
machine, the important thing is not 
that the individual has liberi , but that 
he performs his assigned task. 


His welfare is not really taken into 
consideration. He must work for the 
community, which in a Collectivist 
system really means for the benefit of 
those who are in control. 


If it is a danger to concentrate too 
much economic power in the hands of 
a few monopolists, how much more 
dangerous it becomes to put all eco- 
nomic and political power in the hands 
of a few political figures. 


Christianity emphasizes freedom of 
choice. Its invitation is that whosoever 
will, may come. (Revelation 22:17) 
Its invitation is not: We shall force 
you to come, whether you will or not. 
Its spirit, therefore, is not in harmony 
with coercive measures, but with the 
system which allows the individual the 
fullest measure of freedom. 


The sacredness of human personality 
and the rights of the individual, dis- 
appear as Socialism, with its high de- 
gree of controls, is allowed to grow. 
Sometimes this interference with free- 
dom may be gradual, but it is deadly 
nonetheless. 


EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYEE 


When Christianity came into the 
world, a great deal of work was done 
by slaves. It would have violated the 
spirit of love which motivates Chris- 
tianity, to have encouraged revolution 
on the part of the slaves against their 
masters. 


If this had been done, Christianity 
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would have become a political and 
social movement instead of primarily 
the way of salvation. If it had advo- 
cated such rebellion, it is likely that 
one or the other of the following 
would have taken place. 


First, the slaves would have been 
slaughtered in the rebellion; or, sec- 
ond, the slaves would have enslaved 
those of the masters whom they did 
not slaughter. But the spirit of neither 
group would have been changed. 


Instead, Christianity spread a spirit 
of brotherliness which sought to change, 
and did change, the attitude of slave 
and master. A slave and a master, who 
were both Christians, became brothers 
in Christ. This spirit gradually under- 
mined the institution of slavery, as Dr. 
J. W. Bready has shown in his book, 
“This Freedom — Whence?” 


What principles were to operate, 
with reference to work, between the 
master and the slave? Since these prin- 
ciples operated in a relationship which 
the slave had not entered into volun- 
tarily, how much more so should they 
characterize the employer-employee re- 
lationship negotiated by mutual con- 
sent. 


“Servants (slaves), obey in all things 
your masters according to the flesh; 
not with eyeservice, as menpleasers; 
but in singleness of heart, fearing God: 
And whatsoever ye do, do it heartily, 
as to the Lord, and not unto men; 
Knowing that of the Lord ye shall re- 
ceive the reward of the inheritance: 
for ye serve the Lord Christ. But he 
that doeth wrong shall receive for the 
wrong which he hath done: and there 
is no respect of persons. Masters, give 
unto your servants that which is just 
and equal; knowing that ye also have 
a Master in heaven.” (Colossians 3: 
22-4:1) 


Both had a responsibility to God. 
And both were to give an account for 
their attitude toward and their treat- 
ment of the other. 


ROOTS AND FRUITS 


There is need for greater integrity 
in America, both in business and polit- 
ical life. A Christian should be a truth- 
ful person. He should set an example 
for others. He should endeavor to 
carry out faithfully his promises and 
agreements. This means that he should 
keep his word. He should keep his 
contract. 


The roots of our convictions con- 
cerning the dignity of the individual 
are religious, whether we recognize it 
or not. 


There are non-religious individuals 
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who have been so influenced by reli- 
gion that they continue to cling to cer- 
tain of its values, even after denying 
the validity of all religion. The man 
of no faith is the child of centuries of 
faith. The roots of our convictions re- 
garding the sacredness of human per- 
sonality are religious. 


Since there can be no real and last- 
ing freedom without recognition of the 
rights, as well as the responsibilities 
of the individual, it is my conviction 
that the very roots of our freedom are 
religious. For it is religion which gives 
sacredness to human personality. “Where 
nothing is sacred nothing is safe.” 


Some today have dug up, or sadly 
neglected the religious roots of modern 
society, and seem amazed when the 
tree begins to wither and the fruits 
disappear. Can we long continue to 
have the fruits without the roots? 


In coming to this Country, our fore- 
fathers put morality, religion and free- 
dom first. They did not even put econ- 
omic security first. And yet, these 
material things were added as inevit- 
able fruits. 


We should recognize our need for 
God, and not just His material gifts! 
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ECAUSE of the nature of the prob- 
lem under consideration, the ac- 
companying article must be written 
from a negative premise. It points up 
certain evils, and levels charges against 
a medical dictatorship which dominates 
the health of uncounted millions. 


History will record as a major trage- 
dy the fact that men entrusted with 
responsibility for looking after the 
physical well-being of many people, 
are deliberately keeping beneficent dis- 
coveries from reaching those who suf- 
fer. 


The present persecution of three out- 
standing leaders of the medical profes- 
sion comprises the subject of this dis- 
cussion ... Dr. Andrew C. Ivy, Dr. 
William Frederick Koch and Dr. Rob- 
ert E. Lincoln. 


Sir William Hemilton’s words find 
echo today: 


“The history of medicine on the one 
hand is nothing more than a history 
of variations; and on the other hand 
a still more marvelous history of how 
every successful variation has, by medi- 
cal bodies, been furiously denounced 
and then bigotedly adopted.” 





KREBIOZEN 














On March 26, 1951, Dr. Andrew 
C. Ivy, vice president of the University 
of Illinois, appeared before a gather- 
ing of 100 scientists, physicians and 
research workers in Chicago ... to 
discuss a new drug called Krebiozen, 
as a possible agent for the control of 
cancer. 


The substance had been developed 
by a Jugoslav physician, Dr. Stevan 
Durovic, who was in the United States 
on a visitor’s visa. His time limit was 
rapidly approaching. It was necessary 
to reveal the importance of his work 
in order to gain an extension. He had 
been carrying on experiments at the 
University of Illinois Medical School

and various hospitals in the Chicago 
area. 


After watching the work for 18 
months, Dr. Ivy became convinced that 
it should be allowed to continue. He 
told the Chicago gathering about 22 
cancer cases, all of which were hope- 
less when Krebiozen began to be ad- 
ministerd. Fourteen were still alive. 
Two no longer showed any evidence 
of cancer. 


The drug was described as “a whitish 
powder, administered by intramuscular 
injection.” A second injection was made 
72 hours after the first, with no more 
for three to four weeks, depending on 
the condition of the patient. 


“The substance shows important 
promise in the management of cancer 
cases,” Dr. Ivy said. “Krebiozen is 
not to be viewed as a final goal in 
the chemo-therapy of cancer, but I be- 
lieve it is an important step in that 
direction. I could hardly believe my 
eyes when measurements showed an ef- 
fect on humans sometimes in 24 hours.” 


No sooner had Dr. Ivy made these 
facts known, than he began to be de- 
nounced by users of radium and other 
expensive systems of treatment — which 
offer no hope and frequently add to 
the suffering of the patient. 


Those who profess to know, say that 
it costs the average cancer victim $6,000 
to die, when “accepted” methods are 
used. Krebiozen could be produced and 
administered for only a fraction of 
this sum. 


Dr. Samuel Soskin, director of the 
medical research institute at Michael 
Reese Hospital, led the attack on Dr. Ivy 
for allegedly violating certain “ethics” 
of the profession. He refused to accept 
any of the drug for experimental pur- 
poses at his hospital. A smear campaign 
was launched to discredit those who saw 
hope in the new discoveries for the 
relief of pain and suffering. 


Dr. Ivy was invited to a meeting of 
the Chicago Medical Society. But to 
his amazement, was refused admission 
until after a resolution had been adopt- 
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is the latest victim to 


ed suspending him from membership 
for three months. 


The Methodist Christian Advocate 
describes what followed: “He made 
no reply to the charges. He was not 
interested in personal defense, for what 
he had done was already public knowl- 
edge. Nor since has he made any re 
joinder, heated or otherwise, to the 
personal attacks against him.” 


Dr. Ivy is an active Methodist lay- 
man. 


Many members of the teaching and 
medical professions came to his de- 
fense. Dr. George D. Stoddard, Presi- 
dent of the University of Illinois, con- 
demned the action of the Chicago Med- 
ical Society as unnecessarily harsh, and 
both “substantial and dramatic” beyond 
what was justified. He said the doctor 
should have been given a chance to 
finish his research. 


Finally a Chicago newspaper that 
speaks for the medical hierarchy was 
able to gloat editorially: 


“Medically speaking, Krebiozen is 
dead. It sould be buried without cere- 
mony. If there are ,any attempts to 
use it... State’s Attorney Boyle should 
take the matter up with a grand jury. 
He already has evidenced an interest in 
Krebiozen rather unusual in a layman.” 
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Dr. William Frederick Koch has suf- 
fered more than any other living man 
at the hands of those who seek to 
dominate the health of mankind. But 
despite the road blocks thrown in his 
way, millions of people now know 
that the Koch treatment for the cure of 
so-called incurable diseases, has ad- 
vanced beyond the experimental stage. 


Three decades have passed since he 
made the discoveries from which the 
new science emerged. His drugs, in- 
cluding Benzoquinone and Glyoxylide, 
have effected a sufficient number of re 
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coveries to confirm their claim as use- 
fal, harmless therapeutic agents. 


But instead of-welcoming Dr. Koch 
and his discoveries for the welfare of 
suffering humanity, doors were slammed 
which should have been thrown wide 


open. 


He has been maligned, harassed, tor- 
tured and persecuted. Every conceivable 
attempt has been made to degrade his 
name. Men who will never know as 
much about medicine as he has for- 
gotien, have presumed to sit in judg- 
ment over him. 


There is an analogy between the 
persecution of Louis Pasteur and that 
of Dr. Koch. Both being master chem- 
ists, made discoveries beneficent and 
revolutionary. Both encountered oppo- 
sition. On page 206 of his book, “Great 
Scientists,” Gordon Ross says: 


“His opponents called Pasteur a cir- 
cus performer, a charlatan and a clown. 
Pasteur bore all this contumely with a 
patient smile. ‘A man of science,’ he 
explained to his wife, ‘should think of 
what will be said of him in the coming 
centuries, not of the insults or the com- 
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pliments of the present day’. 

Organizations responsible for deny- 
ing sufferers the advantage of new 
discoveries freugently succeed in plac- 
ing men of their choosing in positions 
of public trust. Thus clothed with the 
authority of government, they are able 
to make life miserable for those whom 
they wish to see destroyed. 


When the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration at Washington first had Dr. 
Koch arrested in April 1942, Morris 
Fishbein, then dictator of the American 
Medical Association, took full credit. 
The trial lasted five months, but the 
jury refused to convict. 


Dr. Koch was tried again in 1946 
on the same preposterous charges. An- 
other five months were consumed and 
the case ended in a mistrial. Govern- 
ment attorneys dropped the suit in 
August 1948, accompanied by rumors 
that another indictment was being pre- 
pared. 


Thereupon, an unprecedented wave 
of public interest in, and appreciation 
for Dr. Koch, swept the Country that 
seemed to stymie the persecutors. The 
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Christian Medical Research League, pre- 
sided over by Gospel Ministers, physi- 
cians and men of science, came into 
existence about the same time. Efforts 
have been made in various ways to in- 
timidate this body, but it has so far 
succeeded in manufacturing and deliv- 
ering the Koch products. 


Many hundreds of doctors in all 
parts of the United States and other 
countries are administering Glyoxylide 
with satisfactory results. But the op- 
ponents of scientific progress are re- 
sourceful and may not be expected to 
give up easily. 


Food and Drug agents are now scour- 
ing the Country, searching for 40 cases 
where the Treatment has been used un- 
successfully. It is reported that six of 
these will be selected upon which to 
base arrests of those responsible for 
preserving the Koch system. 


If the persecutors decide to pursue 
this policy to a conclusion, they will 
ignite a flame of revulsion in the pub- 
lic mind — the effect of which they 
cannot at this time possibly anticipate. 


Millions of Americans know that 
reputable physicians have piled up a 
veritable pyramid of case histories, at- 
testing the cure of cancer, tuberculosis, 
poliomyelitis, undulant fever, rheumat- 
ic fever, arthritis ... and other alleged 
incurable ailments to which modern 
civilization is heir. These cases are 
thoroughly documented by sworn state- 
ments, hospital records and clinical 
findings. 


The public will wish to know why 
government agents are interested only 
in securing a record of the Treatment’s 
failures, with no concern about its 
successes. And why they do not investi- 
gate the thousands of deaths which 
occur annually, where patients are hor- 
ribly injured and burned by X-ray, 
radium and other “accepted” methods.

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ROOSEVELT’S MANTLE 
FALLS ON EISENHOWER 


Representative Fred Busbey identified 
the real directors of Dwight Eisenhow- 
er’s campaign for President in a recent 


speech before Congress ... an abridg- 
ment of which follows: 
HE EISENHOWER “bandwagon 


committee,” which sponsored the 
Madison Square Garden kickoff of the 
General’s campaign, is sprinkled with 
names closely associated with the Roose- 
velt and Truman administrations. 


One prominent name on the list of 
sponsors of the Eisenhower rally, Ar- 
thur Loew, has been a real friend to 
the New Deal. He and his immediate 
associates, according to the authoritative 
research agency, Congressional Quar- 
terly, contributed the grand total of 
$31,500 to the Democrat National Com- 
mittee in 1949 and 1950. 


Another key Eisenhower man, Wil- 
liam Zeckendorf, who also likes Ike 
well enough to be on his bandwagon 
committee, liked the New Deal in 1949 
and 1950 well enough to invest $4,000 
in its political program. 

Another staunch Republican on the 
Eisenhower “bandwagon ,committee” is 
Maxwell Kriendler. According to Con- 
gressional Quarterly, records of the 
Clerk of the United States House of 
Representatives show he joined with 
such other “GOP boosters” as Elliott 
Roosevelt, Marshall Field, and William 
L. Clayton to make up a $2,000 kitty 
for a 1950 thing called the National 
Committee for an Effective Congress. 


Another “faithful” Republican, Quen- 
tin Reynolds, is on the Eisenhower 
“bandwagon committee.” As editor of 
United Nations World, semi official 
organ of the U. N., he has thrown that 
body’s support behind the NATO Com- 


mander in a recent editorial. 


In days of yore, according to the 
House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, Reynolds sponsored the Span- 


ish Refugee Appeal of the Joint Anti- 
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Fascist Refugee Committee. The at- 
torney General’s list shows that outfit 
to be subversive and Communist. Mr. 
Reynolds, it also turns out, was a speak- 
er at the Democratic National Conven- 
tion in 1944, 


Moss Hart, another bandwagoner, has 
long been playing left-wing tunes, ac- 
cording to more than a page of cita- 
tions in the files of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities. He 
was, for example, a member of the 
board of the magazine Equality back 
in 1940. 


The Daily Worker for December 24, 
1944, lists Moss Hart as a sponsor of 
the Independent Citizens Comittee. The 
Worker of September 2, 1949, showed 
him as a signer in behalf of Paul Robe- 
son. He also is shown as a sponsor 
on a letter calling a meeting of the 
Congress of American Soviet Friend- 
ship. The House Committee files show 
much more. 


Oscar Hammerstein and Richard 
Rodgers also are members of the Eisen- 
hower “bandwagon committee.” Oscar 
Hammerstein has a king-size rating in 
the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities files. He also was an initiat- 
ing sponsor of the 1944 Independent 
Citizens Committee of the Arts, Sci- 
ences, and Professions, which outfit 
was cited by the House Committee as 
a Communist front. The Daily Worker 
of March 5, 1946, lists Hammerstein 
as a sponsor of the Win the Peace 
Conference, under auspices of the Na- 
tional Committee to Win the Peace, 
which was cited as subversive by the 
Attorney General December 4, 1947. 


Miss Faye Emerson, former wife of 
Elliott Roosevelt, is among the people 
most active in the Madison Square Gar- 
den rally for Eisenhower. She was 
very much in evidence to the teleview- 
ers of the event, helping Tex McCrary 
drum up interest in the thing. The files 
of the Clerk of the House show that 
Faye Emerson contributed $500 to the 
New Deal National Committee in 1950. 


(Mr. Busbey also quoted Willard Ed- 
wards, a Washington newspaperman, as 
saying: 

(“Probably most important of all, 
as revealing the genuine nature of those 
seeking to push General Eisenhower 
into the Presidential picture, is the 
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listing of a sprinkling of members of 
Americans for Democratic Action, a 
left-wing organization headed by Fran- 
cis Biddle, a former Roosevelt cabinet 
member. Other ADA leaders have been 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Jr., and Senator Humphrey, 
Democrat, of Minnesota, a vociferous 
spokesman for the Truman administra- 
tion.”)

ALCOHOLISM AMONG 
SOLDIERS IN GERMANY 


On March 11, 1952, the Washington 
Times-Herald published the following 
article, written by a reporter in Frank- 
fort, Germany. 


ening alcoholism among young 
American soldiers in Germany has 
increased to alarming proportions, ac- 
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cording to Army medical authorities 
here. 


Wards in both the Ninety-seventh 
General Hospital here and the Ninety- 
eighth General Hospital in Munich are 
crammed with GIs between the ages of 
19 and 25 who have been pronounced 
unfit for duty because of alcoholism. 


This condition among troops has de; 
veloped steadily within the last 18 
months, Army doctors said today. Most 
of the men under treatment will be 
cured and returned to duty, they said, 
but a number are being evacuated to 
the United States for discharge as un- 
desirable. 


Reasons for the upsurge in alcohol- 
ism were attributed to a number of 
factors. Army clubs for enlisted men 
serve almost unlimited amounts of hard 
drinks. After Army clubs close at 10:30 
or 11 p.m., the GIs may finish the 
night at German night clubs, which 
serve a drink known as “steinhaeger,” 
a sort of German vodka which is 38 
per cent alcohol. 


Army doctors explained that there 
are psychological reasons for the heavy 
drinking by soldiers here. 


“The average soldier here today is 
a draftee,” one told a reporter. “The 
soldier isn’t quite convinced he should 
be here and the longer he remains 
the more certain he is that he is wasting 
his time.” 


This attitude develops naturally, he 
added, because the Army seemingly, 
cannot find enough for the soldiers 
to do, with the result that the average 
enlisted man receives three days off each 
week. 


HOW THEY PRAYED

Thomas a Kempis said: “Give what 
Thou wilt, and how much Thou wilt, 
and when Thou wilt. Set it where Thou 
wilt and deal with me in all things as 
Thou wilt.” 


Dwight L. Moody implored: “Use 
me then, my Saviour, for whatever 
purpose and in whatever way Thou 
mayest require. Here is my poor heart, 
an empty vessel; fill it with Thy grace.” 


Martin Luther prayed thus on the 
night preceding his appearance before 
the Diet of Worms: “Do Thou, my God, 
stand by against all the world’s wis- 
dom and reason. Oh, do it! Thou must 
do it. Stand by me, Thou true, eternal 
God!” 


John McKenzie prayed thus when 
as a young missionary candidate he 
knelt on the banks of the Lossie: “O 
Lord, send me to the darkest spot on 
earth.” 

Praying Hyde, a missionary in In- 
dia, pleaded: “Father, give me these 
souls, or I die.”

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the body through introduction of a 
virus developed to extreme potency. 


“Dr. Lincoln said: ‘I pit two natur- 
ally antagonistic organisms against each 
other.’ 


“He is in Washington in an effort 
to interest the Veterans Administration, 
and the Bureau of Public Health in 
his methods and hopes the agencies 
will let him work on volunteer patients 
to demonstrate his methods. 


“Charles Tobey, Jr., said Dr. Lin- 
coln has successfully treated more than 
5,000 patients suffering from cancer, 
arthritis and tuberculosis.” 


Dr. Lincoln first approached the 
Massachusetts Medical Society in 1946 
and was spurned. In a scientific paper, 
expounding the fundamentals of his 
system, he gives dates of special in- 
terest: 


“I successfully isolated two pure 
strains of the most virulent and disease- 
producing germs in existence. They 
have been designated Hemolytic Staphy- 
lococcus Aureus (Lincolnii) Alpha and 
Beta. Paired with them in a relationship 
in which the germ serves as host cell 
for purposes of perpetuation as well 
as that of multiplication, is a specific 
and virulent partner virus. Without the 
germ or specific host cell the two dis- 
tinct pairs of causative organisms were 
isolated on the following dates: Alpha 
was discovered on June 5, 1946; and 
Beta on November 24, 1946.” 


During these intervening years, all 
efforts to interest medical organizations 
in his achievements have resulted in 
failure. It should be remembered that 
Bacteriophage, as administered by Dr. 
Lincoln, offers the physician only a

fraction of the financial income derived 
from surgery, X-ray or radium. 


When the good man’s fame began to 
spread abroad so that it was no longer 
safe to ignore him, the Massachusetts 
Medical Society finally replied to one 
of his numerous appeals and agreed 
to make an investigation. But months 
passed with little or nothing being ac- 
complished. 


Each time Dr. Lincoln would press 
for an actual study of cases treated, 
officials of the Society would stall 
and introduce more stipulations, upon 
which their investigation had to be 
predicated. His letters to the organiza- 
tion are replete with statements like 
the following: 


December 17, 1951, “As you know, 
your Committee has, over a period of 
several months, given repeated assur- 
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ances that it would activate a hospital- 
study program without delay. Not only 
has the Committee failed to carry out 
these assurances, but you now, in 
your letter of 13 December, raise a 
series of new obstacles to this much- 
needed hospital-study program. 


“Photostatic copies of letters between 
your Committee, representing the Mas- 
sachusetts Medical Society, the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, The New 
England Journal of Medicine, certain 
individuals, and the Lincoln Founda- 
tion, myself, as well as various patients, 
demonstrate that over a five-year period, 
I have earnestly sought to have the 
Massachusetts Medical Society under- 
take a study program of the two anti- 
biotics, and that these efforts have been 
repeatedly rejected.” 


Dr. Lincoln reminded the Society 
that 225,000 cancer victims were dying 
each year unnecessarily and for this 
reason the investigation should be ex- 
pedited ... but to no avail. 


Finally, after months and years of 
dillydallying and buck passing, Dr. 
Lincoln received on March 6, 1952, a 
letter from the Massachusetts Medical 
Society requesting him to withdraw from 
the membership’s roll. 


He refused. And that’s the way the 
matter stands as this Defender goes to 
press.

4 sponsibility for protecting the 
public against charlatans and quacks, 
but it cannot be disputed that they are 
today abusing their tremendous powers 
with selfish ends in view.

The experiences of Ivy, Koch and 
Lincoln leave no doubt in this regard. 


Whatever relieves suffering comes, 
in a broad sense, under the canopy of 
Christianity.

Scripture tells us that during the 
days when the Son of God was in the 
flesh, “He went about doing good.”

While we cannot hope to 
attain the degree of perfection that He 
enjoyed, yet we can share something 
of the compassion that fills His heart 
for those who suffer. 


























RUSSIAN BIBLES 
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NNOUNCEMENTS appearing in 

the last two issues of The Defender 
about the edition of Bibles to be pro- 
duced in the Russian language, has 
aroused considerable interest among 
Christians of all denominations. The 
undertaking is being promoted by the 
Russian Bible Society of Washington, 
D. C. 


There is no antidote for Communism 
equal to the Word of God. Communists 
fear it ... because it creates a spiritual 
climate in which they cannot work. 


Immediately following the First 
World War, an edition of 81,000 Rus- 
sian Bibles was printed and distributed 
— under the direction of Rev. Basil 
Malof, who is also leading the present 
program. 


The pages of this earlier translation 
have been photographed and made into 
plates, so that the Bibles now being 
manufactured will duplicate those pre- 
viously printed in every respect. 


A new edition of 10,000 copies is 
actually, physically on the press. Mr. 
Malof and his co-workers expect to 
follow this with another, even larger 
printing in the very near future. 


There has been a spiritual famine 
among the Russian people since the 
present rulers outlawed the Word of 
God thirty years ago. A real heart- 
hunger for Gospel truth exists among 
them today. 


It should be remembered that only a 
minority of five million people actually 
belong to the ruling party of Russia. 
This small number, by force of terror 
and oppression, dominates 180 million, 
most of whom still believe in God. The 
vast majority of Russians have no use 


for Karl Marx. 


Questions are being asked how the 
Bibles will be distributed when manu- 
factured. 


Mr. Malof is a veteran Gospel cru- 
sader and an experienced adversary of 
the Communists. He cannot disclose all 
the methods which he proposes to use, 
but the portion of his plan so far pre- 
sented to the Christian public, appears 
workable. 


(1) There are in the United States, 


a few hundred thousand Russian-speak- 
ing refugees. Most of these people are 
congregated in groups in the larger 
cities. Many will reach eagerly for cop- 
ies of the Word of God ... but the 
Society will be able to spare for this 
purpose, only a small per cent of the 
number printed. 


(2) A Christian underground exists 
in all of the Russian border countries, 
which maintains contact with the out- 
side world. This offers a clear channel 
for getting copies into the right hands. 
Believers in iron curtain countries are 
resourceful, and relying upon divine 
guidance through prayer, are able to 
accomplish a great deal in the service 
of Christ despite the powers of anti- 
Christ. 


(3) Finland, whose border joins that 
of Russia, enjoys religious liberty. This 
little country has successfully resisted 
the kind of Soviet pressure under which 
neighboring governments have col- 
lapsed. 


(4) The Russian Bible Society has 
secret ways for getting a constant trick- 
le of Bibles across the border into Rus- 
sia which cannot be discussed. 


(5) Finally, Mr. Malof compares 
his task with that of William Tyndale 
in the fifteenth century. The opposition 
which the Bible faces today is no great- 
er than that encountered in England 
under King Henry ... but it succeeded 
in penetrating every barricade that 
Satan could invent. 


Tyndale first came under the influ- 
ence of the New Testament by reading 
a Greek version published by Erasmus. 
This was accompanied by a consuming 
desire to convey its treasures to laymen 
in their own language. 


He began the task of translating the

New Testament into English at Glou- 
cestershire, but when his activities were 
suspicioned, left for London. 


A Christian merchant by the name 
of Humphrey Monmouth provided him 
with food and shelter for almost a 
year. Tyndale had seen others impris- 
oned or put to death for offenses less 
serious. He finally had to flee from 
London, across the English Channel and 
hide himself on the Continent. No 
printer in England would dare print 
his Testament. 


Arriving in Hamburg, Germany, in 
1524, he worked on his translation until 
it was ready for the printer in 1525. 
He was an exile laboring in constant 
danger, poverty and distress. Tyndale 
then proceeded to Cologne where he 
succeeded in finding printers to under- 
take the work. 


Everything was done in the utmost 
secrecy and work had begun on 3,000 
copies when suddenly the city officials 
learned what was being attempted and 
ordered it discontinued. A search was 
made for Tyndale that he might be 
imprisoned, but fortunately, through 
the assistance of a friend, he escaped, 
managing to take some of the sheets 
with him. 


After escaping from Cologne, Tyn- 
dale found a place of refuge in the 
city of Worms where many Lutheran 
reformers were located. There he met 
a Lutheran printer who gladly did his 
work. The first printed copies of his 
English New Testament were completed 
in 1526. An edition of 3,000 copies was 
issued, closely followed by another of 
the same quantity. 


In a short time, a steady stream of 
Bibles was being smuggled into Eng- 
land. They came in cases, barrels, bales 
of cloth, sacks of flour and otherwise. 
Every copy carried with it moral and 
spiritual enlightenment. 


Tyndale was put to death, but Eng- 
land enjoyed a renaissance. 


Officials of the Russian Bible So- 
ciety are buoyant with hope that a si- 
milar miracle will be witnessed among 
the Russian speaking masses of the 
world in our generation.

Fortunately, the prophecies of God’s 
Word are written with a legible hand. 
They are there, bound up in the 66 
books of the Bible, ready to be studied 
by all who are willing to approach 
them from a sincere motive and with 
an open mind. 


They offer a key to the present com- 
plicated world situation. They warrant 
careful study under the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit. Students of prophetic- 
al Scripture possess inside information. 
They are not being taken off guard in 
the crisis now engulfing the nations. 


The present trend of events is toward 
the second coming of Christ — a cli- 
mactic change which will inaugurate a 
theocratic form of government on this 
planet over which the Lord Jesus Christ 
will personally preside. } 


Now, with this thought in mind, 
please listen while I read three verses: 
from the 12th chapter of St. Luke’s: 
Gospel. 


“Blessed are those servants whom the 
lord when he cometh shall find watch- 
ing. And if he shall come in the sec- 
ond watch, or come in the third watch, 
and find them so, blessed are those 
servants. 


“And this know, that if the good- 
man of the house had known what hour 
the thief would come, he would have 
watched, and not have suffered his house 
to be broken through. Be ye therefore 
ready also: for the Son of man cometh 
at an hour when ye think not.” 


TWO VIEWS 


The Bible says much more about 
the second coming of Christ than it 
does His first coming. 


The Old Testament contains 1,527 
passages that deal with the second com- 
ing and the New Testament contains 





318 — making a total of 1,845 clear 
references to the subject. 


Such a large segment of Scriptural 
truth certainly demands the attention 
and consideration of all who have re- 
spect for the Bible as a Book inspired 
above other literature. 


There are two schools of theological 
thought concerned with the doctrine of 


the second coming of Christ. One is 


Post-millennial and the other is Pre- 
millennial. 


The Post-millennial concept is that 
we will gradually evolve into a heaven- 
ly state on this earth, a utopia, through 
educational programs and humanitarian 
relationships, without an act of super- 
natural intervention of any kind. 


Looking out upon a human race, torn 
by sin, strife and suffering, I think I 
would be rather discouraged if I sub- 
scribed to the idea that the world is 
getting better and better. It seems, rath- 
er, to be getting worse. 


The opposite view, the Pre-millennial 
concept, is that Jesus Christ will re- 
turn in the darkest hour of human 
history ... at a time when the human 
family will be burning itself out in 
the white fires of its own lust. 


Armageddon will be in progress. The 
record says that conditions will be so 
unspeakably terrible that except for 
the return of Christ there would be no 
flesh saved. 
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I affirm without fear of successful 
contradiction that there is not one verse, 
rightly interpreted, in the whole canon 
of Scripture to support the idea that 
we will gradually evolve into a heaven- 
ly state on this earth. 


The Kingdom age will come in sud- 
denly, not gradually. The whole trend 
of prophetic Scripture takes this fact 
for granted. 


Nothing is to be gained by torturing 
passages of Scripture, that have to do 
with the doctrine of Christ’s return. 
Leave them alone. Let them speak for 
themselves. 


John 14:3. “I go to prepare a place 
for you. And if I go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again, and 
receive you unto myself.” 


James 5:7. “Be patient therefore, 
brethren, unto the coming of the Lord.” 


John 14:18. “I will not leave you 
comfortless: I will come to you.” 


Titus 2:13. “Looking for that blessed 
hope, and the glorious appearing of 
the great God and our Saviour Jesus 


Christ.” 


Acts 1:11. “This same Jesus shall 
so come in like manner as ye have seen 
him go into heaven.” 


The terms Post-millennial and Pre- 
millennial are comparatively new in the 
theological vocabulary. No such con- 
troversy, as their definitions imply, 
existed in the early Church. Every New 
Testament writer was a Pre-millennial- 
ist. It never occurred to them to ques- 
tion the concept that Christ would re- 
turn to an unconverted world. 


From the days of the apostles down 
to the middle of the 18th century, the 
Pre-millennial doctrine of Christ’s re- 
turn was taken for granted. 


Religious leaders regarded the Church 
as “called out ones” — called out of 
the world. The world would go on in 
sin and wickedness until the end. At 
which time the wheat and tares would 
be separated into bundles. 


The mission of the Church, the pur- 
pose of the Gospel in this age, is not 





the conversion of the world ... but 
rather to call out a people to His 
name. The world will be converted, 
peace will cover the earth like the 
waters cover the sea, in the next age, 
after Christ returns. 


This is what the New Testament 
teaches. This is what the early Church 
believed. 


Then, about the middle of the 18th 
century a theologian by the name of 
Daniel Whitby rose in England. He 
introduced the new, novel idea that 
a utopian state would gradually de- 
velop through human effort, prior to 
Christ’s return. 


Whitby was more conservative, how- 
ever, than some of his successors. He 
called the view which he expounded 
“a new hypothesis.” In this he was cor- 
rect. It was new ... and it was only an 
hypothesis, without a factual basis. 


FOUR WATCHES OF THE NIGHT 


In the passage of Scripture that I 
read, Jesus divided the period between 
his first and second comings into four 
divisions, corresponding to the four 
military watches of the Roman night. 


It was a practice of the Romans, in 
ancient times, to divide each night into 
military “watches” instead of hours. 
Sentinels were changed at every watch. 


The first watch of the Roman night 
covered the period from sundown until 
9 o'clock. This was called the “evening 
watch.” 


The second watch was from 9 o’clock 
to midnight. It was called the “mid- 
night watch.” 


The third watch ran from midnight 
until 3 o’clock in the morning. It was 
called the “cock-crowing watch.” 


The fourth watch covered the period 
from 3 to 6 o'clock in the morning. 
And this was called the “morning 
watch.” 


History has brought the Church 
through three of these watches. We are 
now in the last, the fourth. 


The world’s night began 1,900 years 
ago when we extinguished the Light 
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of the World. Since then, the human 
family has been passing through a long 
night of moral and spiritual darkness. 


Earth’s night time actually began at 
the Last Supper — the final meal, that 
Christ shared with His disciples be- 
fore going to Calvary. Notice, please, 
this meal is designated supper. Supper 
is the last meal of the day before the 
shadows lengthen and earth is wrapped 
in a mantle of darkness. 


Judas was at the table. The record 
says that the Master broke the news 
to them that one of this number would 
betray Him. One by one they asked: 
a) eee 


“It is he who is dipping in the dish 
with me at this moment,” said the 
Master. And the record says Judas 
fled into the darkness. We read: “It 
was night.” 


Yes, night. It was night, not only for 
Judas the betrayer, but for the whole 
world. 


Shortly before the last war I heard 
a speaker insist that we had entered 
a new day, that there would never be 
another war because we were at last 
educated beyond warfare. He painted 
quite a rosy picture. 
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But he was mistaken. This is not day. 
It is night. Jesus had this in mind 
when He said: “Yet a little while is the 
light with you, then cometh the dark. 
ness.” 


I repeat, the Lord divided the per- 
iod between His first and second com- 
ings into four watches. Three of these 
watches are past. We are now in the 
fourth — the latter part of the fourth 
watch. 


The duration of a watch, in church 
history, is determined by conditions, 
spiritual tides and trends, rather than 
a given number of years. Trends count. 
Not dates on the calendar. 


Great spiritual tides, high evangel- 
istic levels, periods of missionary en- 
deavor, revivals resulting from preach- 
ing the doctrine of Christ’s return, per- 
iods of apostate gloom, decades of 
spiritual declension, changes like the 
rise and fall of the tide have produced 
the three watches of the dispensational 
night ... which, as I say, began when 
the Light of the World was put out 
at Calvary. 


Time is not available on this broad- 
cast to discuss the duration of the three 
past watches in terms of years. Suffice 
to say, we are now in the last, the 
fourth ... and when the fourth watch 
ends, a new day will dawn. 


“What I say unto you, I say unto 
all, Watch,” said the Christ. 


Down across the centuries there have 
been loyal watchers, illuminated souls, 
who have faithfully proclaimed the 
message that some day Christ would 
return. Nothing so probes the conscience 
and contributes to the building of per- 
sonal character as an attitude of ex- 
pectancy that Christ, God revealed to 
our humanity, is coming again. For 
this reason it is called in Scripture, 
a “purifying hope.” It is also called 
a “blessed hope.” 


COLDNESS AND DARKNESS 


Now I shall ask two questions. First, 
“Which is the coldest hour of the 
night?” And second, “Which is the 
darkest hour of the night?” 


Your answer will be that the coldest 
hour is just before the dawn. You 
wake up cold. You reach for an extra 
blanket just before the dawn. 
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In like manner, the darkest hour is 
just before the dawn. It is dark out- 
side. Inky darkness, murky blackness, 
just before the dawn. 


If it’s cold in the Church, if it’s 
dark among the nations, cheer up, chil- 
dren of the Light, because the dawn 
is approaching! 


We are witnessing a falling away in 
the Church, and a falling apart among 
the nations. These are significant signs 
of the times. Who will say it is not 
cold in the organized Church? Who 
will say it is not dark among the 
nations? Coldness and darkness. The 
fourth watch of the night is drawing 
to a close. 


The metallic message of Modernism 
has done its deadly work inside the 
Church. Unbelievers, teaching in theo- 
logical seminaries ... unbelievers oc- 


cupying commanding pulpits ... un- 
believers editing denominational maga- 
zines ... unbelievers running the af- 


fairs of the Church. This kind of lead- 
ership has produced a frigid state in- 
side organized Christianity. 


And let me say, what Modernism 
is doing to the Church, Communism is 
doing to the nations. It is but a short 
step from Modernism to Communism 
and churchmen have taken it during the 
last several years. 


The left-wing theologian is as dan- 
gerous to the Church as the left-wing 
political leader is to the government. 
They have much in common. 


I have no words to express my re- 
sentment for the so-called liberal] 
preacher who uses his pulpit as a 
sounding board for socialistic and Com- 
munistic propaganda. He has himself 
been betrayed. And he uses his influ- 
ence to betray others. 
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We read about “blind leaders of 
the blind” in the book of Matthew. 
“And if the blind lead the blind, both 
shall fall into the ditch.” 


Now I want to tell you about an 
important piece of literature which was 
published recently by a men’s Sunday 
School class in the state of Oklahoma. 
It happens that the teacher of the class 
is a prominent Christian attorney — a 
patriotic American who knows Com- 
munism when he sees it. 


He, together with the president of 
the class and its members, were hor- 
rified at what they found by examin- 
ing the Sunday School literature of 
their denomination. 


So they decided to publish a book, 
a protest ... and the book consists, 
for most part, of quotations lifted bod- 
ily from the Sunday School quarter- 
lies and leaflets, put out by the pub- 
lishing house of their Church. 


These men openly charge that a 
“pink cell” has to exist among the top- 
level leaders of their denomination. 
Otherwise it would be impossible for 
its Sunday School literature to be so 
poisoned with red propaganda. 


As I say, these men have published 
a book. It contains about ten thousand 
words. I have a copy before me. On 
every page we find quotations from the 
Sunday School literature of their 
Church, reeking with Communist pro- 
paganda. 


I am not giving the name of the 
denomination. Perhaps I should. But 
if there are some listening who wish 
further information, write me and | 
will give you the details. I will be 
glad to tell you where you can write to 
get one of the books published by these 
laymen who are leading the fight to 
purge their Church, their Sunday School 
literature, of Communist influences. 


These laymen in the State of Okla- 
homa are setting an excellent example 
of the interest that Christian laymen 
everywhere should be taking in the 
welfare of their respective denomina- 
tions. 


After all, the laymen pay the bills. 
They make it possible for the local 
churches to exist. And they have a right 
to expect that the man who stands be- 
hind the pulpit desk shall preach the 
real Gospel ... instead of some de- 
natured, diluted, devitalized, red, rad- 
ical, conglomeration of confused non- 
sense. 


Well, I believe that I have said 
enough — all that time permits, to 
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emphasize the premise of my text, 
namely that it is cold in the Church. 


Coldness in the Church. Darkness in 
the nations. These are accepted as signs 
of the times, signs of the approaching 
dawn by students of Bible prophecy. 


I repeat, Paul wrote of a “falling 
away” in the Church. And we are also 
witnessing a “falling apart” among the 
nations. 


There can be no question but what 
the nations are moving toward Arma- 
geddon and what H. G. Wells once 
called “a climax of horror.” Aside 
from the knowledge that comes to us 
from the prophecies of the Bible, the 
future is very dark, indeed. 


CHRIST AND ANTICHRIST 


One man will rise from the ruins 
of the Armageddon struggle. We have 
his biography in prophetical Scripture. 
He is called the Antichrist. His career 
will be brought to an end by the per- 
sonal, visible return of the Lord Jesus 


Christ. 


Two Christs will meet in the final 
conflict of this age — God’s Christ 
and the devil’s Christ. As Jesus Christ 
was God incarnate ... the Antichrist 
will be Satan incarnate. The world will 
have never before seen such a man. 
The character traits of both Christs 
are outlined in the Scriptures. 


Antichrist is called a little horn, 
the abomination of desolation, a king 
of fierce countenance, a wilful king, 
a vile person. It is said of him that 
he is coming in his own name. He is 
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called the son of perdition, the man of 
sin and the lawless one. He is called 
the beast in the book of Revelation. 
He is known best by the title Antichrist. 


Jesus Christ is a man of sorrows. 
Antichrist is the man of sin. Jesus 
Christ is the Son of God. Antichrist 
is the son of perdition. Jesus Christ 
is the seed of the woman. Antichrist 
is the seed of the serpent. 


Jesus Christ is a lamb. Antichrist 
is a beast. Jesus Christ is the holy one. 
Antichrist is the wicked one. Jesus 
Christ is the truth. Antichrist is a liar. 
Jesus Christ is the prince of peace. 
Antichrist is a profane prince. 


Jesus Christ is the Good Shepherd. 
Antichrist is the idol shepherd of the 
sheep. Jesus Christ described the reign 
of Antichrist, destined to draw this age 
to a close, as the “great tribulation.” 


According to the prophecy of the 
apostle Paul, addressed to the Thessa- 
lonians, Antichrist will be finally de- 
stroyed by the brightness of our Lord’s 
appearing. 

Yes, it’s cold in the Church and dark 
in the nations. But let me say again, 
the coldest hour, and the darkest hour, 
is just before the dawn. 


“Weeping may endure for the night 
but joy cometh in the morning.” 


Peter was walking on the waves. 
There was a storm at sea. When his 
faith weakened, he began to sink. Jesus 
heard his cry and delivered him. Jesus 
saved him out of the storm. When did 
this occur? In which watch of the 
night did Jesus deliver this disciple? 
When did Jesus pull him out of the 
waves? 


You have the answer in Matthew 


14:25. 


Jesus saved Peter from the storm 
in the fourth watch of the night. 


The world is passing through a storm. 
It is in the fourth watch of the night. 
Watchers are pleading for deliverance. 
Paul says that the watchers will be 
caught away as a “thief in the night,” 
during the end-time of this age. 


This thought may be new to some 
of us, but it is true that a group of 
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Bible-believing, spiritually-minded peo- 
ple, living on this earth in the fourth 
watch of the night, will escape death, 
They will be lifted out of the storm 
in the Rapture of the Saints. “The 
one shall be taken and the other left.” 


I am aware that this thought regard. 
ing the rapture of the saints will be 
new to some. I regret that time is not 
available to discuss it further on the 
present broadcast. I will have to re. 
serve the subject for a later time. 


The story is told of a Salvation Army 
lassie working as a maid in a home 
in San Francisco. A sense of gloom, a 
feeling of dread, settled over her. She 
became distressed and seemed to feel 
that something terrible was about to 
happen. 


She packed her clothes and _ pre- 
pared to leave the house where she 
was working. Her employer protested 
because she insisted upon leaving on 
such short notice. But the young wo- 
man said, “I just feel that something 
terrible is about to happen.” 


Something terrible did happen. The 
young woman’s premonition proved 
correct. She left the premises in just 
the nick of time — before the tragic 
earthquake of 1906 hit San Francisco. 


Had the girl remained in the home 
where she was working she would have 
been killed with the other members of 
the family. Students of Bible prophecy, 
like this young woman, know that some- 
thing terrible is about to happen.

21:36, “Watch ye therefore, and pray 
always, that ye may be accounted worthy 
to escape all these things that shall 
come to pass, and to stand before the 
Son of man.”

i IS practically impossible to de- 
scribe this book. Parents need to hold 
it in their hands and run through all 
five divisions ... to fully appreciate 
its value as a means for communicating 
knowledge on a wide variety of sub- 
jects to their children. 


In the first place, the art work on 
the covers, and the kind of heavy enam- 
el paper stock used in producing the 
book, serve to make it a thing of beau- 
ty — captivating to the child. The 
drawings and photographs appearing 
on every right-hand page were carefully 
chosen to illustrate the text. They are 
artistically reproduced. 


The five divisions are devoted to 
answering the following questions: 


(1) Can you tell me about the Sky 
I see above me? What is the Sky? 
Why is it blue? What is a rainbow? 
What are clouds, rain, fog, snow, hail, 
frost, lightning, thunder, stars? Etc. 


(2) Can you tell me about the Peo- 
ple who live in this world? Where did 
all the People come from? What is 
history? What is a relative? What is 
the difference between a friend and 
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a stranger? Why do People have dif- 
ferent colored skins? Why do we send 
missionaries to other countries? Ete. 


(3) Can you tell me about Things? 
What is electricity? What makes an 
airplane fly? What is my shadow? 
What happens to wood when it burns? 
Where does cloth and leather come 
from?

They learn how Isaac Watts came 
to compose “O God, Our Help in Ages 
Past;”» what moved Martin Luther to 
write his famous Christian hymn, 
“Away in a Manger;” the circumstances 
responsible for Wesley’s Easter song, 
“Christ, the Lord, Is Risen;” how the 
blind Fanny Crosby was used to enrich 
our hymnals. 


The stories behind “Silent Night, 
Holy Night,” “The Old Rugged Cross,” 
“Jesus Loves Me,” “Home Sweet Home” 
and many others are told. A total of 
155 subjects are covered. 
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Sunday School workers, Choir and 
Junior Choir directors, Pastors and 
other leaders in Church circles will do 
well to examine this book. It is adapted 
for home reading, study groups and 
gift purposes.

NITED STATES Senator Mundt of 

South Dakota recently wrote to 
a friend: “There is a retired Congrega- 
tional minister named E. L. Richards, 
in Connecticut, who has gotten out a 
book on ‘Super Democracy.’ It is along 
the line that we have been advocating.” 


The Author is an idealist. Perhaps 
the principal criticism he may expect 
to encounter will be that his system 
proposes Utopia. Many competent think- 
ers, believing that present trends to- 
ward deterioration cannot continue in- 
definitely, are giving serious thought 
to the plan which the book outlines. 


It is dedicated to the proposition that 
government of the people, by the peo- 
ple and for the people can supplant 
government of politicians, by politi- 
cians and for politicians. 


Government under the present party 
system lacks a moral foundation, and 
cannot be administered for the best in- 
terests of the people. “Widespread po- 
litical corruption” has damaged the 
economic mechanism beyond repair. 
Our citizens must be united in a new 
alignment based upon national moral- 
ity. 

“I believe in an economy of abund- 
ance such as the world has never seen, 
in which opportunity and cooperation 
go hand in hand,” says Mr. Richards. 
“I do not believe that either stealing 
or waste are economic assets. Political 
and economic warfare are expensive 
and destructive.” 


Super Democracy would function 
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through two major organizations. One, 
“The Good Citizens League” ... and 
the other a cooperating political body, 
set up in a way to safeguard the public 
against corruption. Integrity would be 
natural through the compulsion of 
moral values. 


Mr. Richards anticipates an objec- 
tion: “Possibly my stress on religion 
and morals will cause some critics to 
say that Super Democracy would be 
a union of church and state. Certainly 
no organic union, ruling of church b 
state, or state by church, is in my onal 
On the other hand many thinking peo- 
ple will agree that standards of right 
and morals as outlined in the Bible, 
must be the foundation for that which 
is high grade in government.” 


Super Democracy represents a quar- 
ter of a century of thought and effort 
on the part of its Author. The language 
is simple ... and the text is illustrated 
by several charts. 
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i Neca IS a valuable cook book pre- 
pared especially for Christian 
housewives, illustrated by several full- 
page illustrations printed in colors. 


It contains over 200 tested, tasty 
recipes on left-hand pages, with in- 
spirational gems of verse, prose and 
Scripture on right-hand pages.

April 20, 1952 
THE LAW FULFILLED 


Matt. 5:17-20: Mark 10:27-32: 
John 1:17 











EMORY TEXT: “But where sin 
abounded, grace did much more 
abound.” Romans 5:20. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “FULFILL.” 


Jesus regarded the Mosaic economy 
as outworn ... but He had utmost re- 
spect for the moral principles inherent 
in that economy. The objective of the 
two systems was the same, namely the 
building of righteous lives, but the 
latter method was an improvement over 
the former. 


Hence the words, “Think not that I 
am come to destroy the law, or the 
prophets ... but to fulfill.” His use 
of the word “law” doubtless referred 
to the first five books of the Bible. The 
term “prophets” was likely meant to 
include both the prophetical and his- 
torical writings of the Old Testament. 


Opposition on the part of the scribes 
and Pharisees was to be expected be- 
cause they had taken the Talmud (which 
originated while the Jews were in Baby- 
lon) as their guide. This sinister, anti- 
social document had added hundreds 
of rules to the Decalogue, designed to 
keep the people enslaved by the rabbis. 


Jesus had Talmudic requirements in 
mind, when He condemned the leaders 
for binding “heavy burdens and griev- 
ous to be borne, and lay them on men’s 


shoulders.” (Matthew 23:4) 


Reference to “one jot or one tittle” 
leaves no doubt that both the thoughts 
of the writers, and the words of the 
Bible, were inspired. 


The word “jot” comes from the 
Greek iota and suggests the smallest 
part of anything. “Tittle” is derived 
from kersia meaning something infin- 


‘ itesimal and horn-like in shape — re- 


ferring, no doubt, to the tiny marks 
that appear at the base line of certain 
letters. 
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Our Lord did not come to destroy, 
abrogate or nullify the Law, but rather 
to translate its contents into the con- 
duct of His followers by a higher 
method. He came to fulfill. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS JOHN 1:17. 


“For the law was given by Moses, 
but grace and truth came by Jesus 
Christ.” 


The Law, as delivered to Moses, made 
human beings aware that they were 
sinners. The apostle had this in mind 
when he said: “Wherefore the law was 
our schoolmaster.” (Galatians 3:24) 


A man must first become conscious 
of his illness before he will seek a 
remedy. The human family is sin sick. 
Moses diagnosed the case and Jesus 
supplied the remedy. 


Throughout the New Testament, the 
word Grace is employed to convey the 


whole fulness of the new covenant, 


implying all that dwells in Christ for 
men. The Law elicits the conscious- 
ness of sin and the need of redemption, 
thereby typifying the reality. 


Paul therefore terms the Old Testa- 
ment “shadow,” while he calls the New 
Testament “‘substance.” (Colossians 2: 
17) The Law quickens the conscience. 
Grace changes the heart. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: BOTH ECONO- 
MIES REACH TOWARD THE SAME 
OBJECTIVE. 


There were fundamental similarities 
between the Mosaic economy and that 
introduced by the Saviour. 
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Both emerged from God’s moral law. 
Both were established by Christ — 
the first through appearances to Moses 
during our Lord’s pre-existent state ... 
and the second by His sojourn to earth 
in human form. Both came as the ex- 
pression of divine love for sinners. 


The Ten Commandments were writ- 
ten on tablets of stone under the econ- 
omy of the Law. They are written on 
the tablets of the heart under the econ- 
omy of Grace. 


Dr. G. Campbell Morgan says: “The 
words of God are of perpetual impor- 
tance and value. Man needs to be sol- 
emnly reminded that the law of the 
spirit of life in Christ sets him free 
from the law of sin and death, but not 
from the law of God. Every word of 
the Decalogue is repeated with emphas- 
is and new power in the Christian 
economy.” 


LESSON NUMBER TWO 





April 27, 1952 
LOYAL SERVICE TO GOD 


Exodus 20:1-6: Luke 14:16-20; 
Luke 16:13-15 











EMORY TEXT: “No servant can 


serve two masters ... Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon.” Luke 16:13. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SERVE.” 


Christian morals and theology are 
rooted in the Decalogue. It is impos- 
sible to separate Sinai’s revelation from 
the program of the Church. Jesus re- 
garded the Ten Commandments as the 
perfect code for worship and conduct. 


The pieces of stone containing the 
Commandments were kept in the most 
sacred place in the world. In the taber- 
nacle, inside the “holy of holies,” with- 
in the Ark of the Covenant. Thus their 
supreme importance was plainly recog- 
nized. 

In like manner, during the dispensa- 
tion of the Church, the Law is deposited 
in the world’s most sacred place — 
the Christian’s heart. There are many 
passages in both the Old and New 
Testaments which connect at this point. 
For instance: . 
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Psalm 119:11, “Thy word have I 
hid in mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee.” Hebrews 10:16, “I will 
put my laws into their hearts, and in 
their minds will I write them.” 





God’s person is the foundation and 
source of the moral law: “I am the 
Lord thy God ... thou shalt not.” The 
Ten Commandments have their standing 
character in the Creator — a fact which 
gives them their awful unchangeable 
majesty. They cannot be changed or 
ignored, without changing or ignoring 


God Himself. 


Who will deny that God has the right 
to demand loyalty and service on the 
part of His subjects? 


Men cannot serve two masters. The 
word “mammon” comes from a Greek 
term which means, “what one trusts 
in,” and is usually associated with the 
thought of riches. 


“Ye cannot serve God and mam- 
mon.” In other words, you do not 
dare transgress the moral law and 
divide your allegiance. God deserves 


first place. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 14:17. 


“A certain man ... sent his servant 
at supper time to say to them that were 
bidden, Come; for all things are now 
ready.” 





The attitude of the guests toward 
this festive occasion reflects gross in- 
difference and disloyalty. Christ is the 
host. Professed believers are the guests. 
Too often, those who bear His name 
allow outside interests to interfere 
with matters that concern Him. 


There is satire in the three excuses. 
This appears to be the only time, in 
our Lord’s recorded utterances, when 
He resorted to sarcasm for the purpose 
of driving home a point. 


Whoever heard of a man first buy- 
ing a piece of ground, and waiting to 
see it after the price has been paid? 


Whoever heard of a farmer purchas- 
ing five yoke of oxen without first 
examining them? 


Whoever heard of a newly married 
couple rejecting an invitation to a gala 
social event? 

The narrative simply emphasizes the 
fact that there is no excuse for making 
excuses where the interests of the Lord 
Jesus Christ are involved. The first ex- 
cuse originates with “the cares of this 
world.” The second, “the deceitfulness 
of riches.” And the third, “the pleas- 
ures of this life.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE LAW 
WAS GIVEN FOR OUR HIGHEST 
GOOD. 


The Ten Commandments are both 
vertical and horizontal. They are di- 
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vided into two parts. The first four 
are vertical and deal with man’s per- 
sonal relation to God.. The remaining 
six are horizontal and deal with man’s 
relation to his fellowman. 


Taken collectively, they give human 
beings a knowledge of right and wrong, 
This is essential to the forming. of 
correct social attitudes. It is also vital 
to a proper personal relationship with 
God. One writer says: “We not only 
owe it to our fellowman to love God, 
but we owe it to God to love our fel- 
lowman.” 


LESSON NUMBER THREE 





May 4, 1952 


REVERENCE FOR THE 
HOLY NAME 


Ex. 20:7; Matt. 5:33-37; 23:16-22; 
Mark 7:5-8; Luke 11:1-4 











EMORY TEXT: “Our Father 
which art in heaven, Hallowed 
be thy name.” Luke 11:2. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “NAME.” 


The two essential and personal names 
of God in the original Old Testament 
Scriptures are Elohim (El-o-heem) and 
Jehovah (Yeh-ho-vaw). The former calls 
attention to the fulness of supernatural 
power ... and the latter means eternal 
self-existence, expressed by the words, 
“T am.” (Exodus 3:14, John 8:58) 


These terms are varied or combined 
with others to bring out and emphasize 
certain attributes of the Godhead. Such 
combinations in our English Bible in- 
clude “God Almighty,” “The Living 
God,” “The Most High,” “The Lord,” 
“The God of Hosts” and others. 


The English word God stems from 
the Anglo-Saxon “good,” embodying 
the thought of ultimate, complete, di- 
vine goodness. 

God as revealed through the Scrip- 
tures is the one Infinite and Eternal 
Being. He is the Supreme Personal In- 
telligence, the Creator and Preserver of 
all things, the perfect Moral Ruler of 
the universe ... the only proper ob- 
ject of worship. 

He is tri-personal, Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost, constituting the one God- 
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head. (Genesis 1:1; Exodus 34:14; 
Job 26; Psalm 90:1-2; Jeremiah 23: 
24; Matthew 3:16-17; John 4:24; I 
John 4:16) 


The Scriptures declare that Ged is 
incomprehensible of finite levels. (Job 
11:7; Psalm 77:19; Romans 11:33) 
But it is equally true that a sufficient 
though limited measure of God knowl- 
edge is within reach of human beings, 
to assure their salvation from sin. 


We cannot comprehend God, but 
we can truly know Him. He has been 
revealed to our humanity by the Lord 
Jesus Christ. (John 1:18) 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EXODUS 
20:7. 


“Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain.” 


To hear some people talk, one would 
think that God must be a rather or- 
dinary sort of person. They seem to 
have no conception of His power, 
authority and majesty. They speak of 
Him as “damning” this and “damning” 
that, in the most disrespectful terms. 
Such language is specifically forbidden 
in the third Commandment. 


Man’s relation to the Creator is so 
sacred and vital, that his own interest, 
development and eternal destiny re- 
quire him to avoid a loose, careless and 
frivolous attitude. It is a sober matter, 
involving the most serious decisions 
he will ever be called upon to make 
in this life. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: A CLEAN 
HEART WILL PRODUCE CLEAN 
CONVERSATION. 


Profanity is sewage. It flows from 
dirty mouths, but originates in dirty 
hearts. Filthy words reflect filthy 
hearts. 


James describes the tongue of an 
unregenerate man an “an unruly evil, 
full of deadly poison.” Paul says: 
“Their throat is an open sepulchre; 
the poison of asps is under their lips.” 


In James 3:9-11 we also find the 





tongue described as a fountain. It is 
impossible to cleanse a fountain at 
its mouth. The source must be puri- 


fied. 


According to Mark 7:21-23, the 
source of wrong conversation is the 
unregenerate heart. “For from within, 
out of the heart of men, proceed evil 
thoughts, adulteries, fornications, mur- 
ders, thefts, covetousness, wickedness, 
deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, blas- 
phemy, pride, foolishness: all these evil 
things come from within and defile the 
man.” 


A change of heart, through the new 
birth, will produce a change of speech 
and a right attitude toward God. 


LESSON NUMBER FOUR 





May II, 1952 
OBSERVING THE LORD’S DAY 


Ex. 20:8-11; Mark 2:23; 3:3-6: 
Luke 4:16; 13:10-17 











EMORY TEXT: “The first day of 
the week cometh Mary Magda- 
lene early, when it was yet dark, unto 
the sepulchre, and seeth the stone taken 
away from the sepulchre.” John 20:1. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SABBATH.” 


Sabbath observance began in ancient 
Babylon following the deluge. The 
term is of Sumerian, or pre-Semitic 
origin, and suggests rest. It comes from 
two words, sa and bat, meaning re- 
spectively “heart” and “ceasing.” Many 
days and seasons were observed in 
Babylon, determined by astronomical 
changes and polytheistic ideas. 


Knowledge of the subject was evi- 
dently handed down from creation, 
eventually finding its way through 
Noah’s family, later becoming _per- 
verted by paganism in the days of the 
Babel builders. 


The Mosaic Sabbath emerging from 
the statement found in Genesis 2:2, and 
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confirmed by the fourth Commandment, 
acknowledged no debt to Babylonian 
astronomy. It differed from its prede- 
cessors. It was not dependent upon 
changes of the moon. 


Divested of all heathen associations, 
the Sabbath instituted by Moses was 
based upon the fact that God rested 
one-seventh of the time devoted to cre- 
ation. This indicates that the ordinance 
is as old as man. 


The Jewish day (last day of the 
week) was discarded by the Church 
of the first century, as part of the pro- 
gram of religious reconstruction laid 
out by the Christ ... according to Mat- 
thew 9:16-17. But the principles in- 
herent in Sabbath observance were 
preserved — not in acknowledgement 
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of any debt to Judaism, but by direc- 
tion from the “Lord of the Sabbath.” 


According te Acts 20:7 and other 
assages, the first day of the week, 
der, became the chief time of pub- 
lic worship among early Christians: 
“And upon the first day of the week, 
when the disciples came together to 
break bread, Paul preached unto them.” 


The first day of the week was the 
day of Christ’s resurrection, of most of 
His appearances to the disciples after 
the resurrection ... and on this day 
the Holy Spirit was poured out at Pente- 
cost. It became known as the Lord’s Day 
in New Testament times. 


Justin Martyr, in his debate with 
the Jew Tryphon, who taunted Chris- 
tians for having no festivals nor Sab- 
baths, clearly claimed Sunday as the 
Christian day of rest and worship. The 
Mosaic Sabbath had been abrogated, 
according to the argument of the Church 
father. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MARK 2:27. 
“And he said unto them, The sab- 


bath was made for man, and not man 


for the sabbath.” 


Jesus and His disciples were cen- 
sured by Talmudic Pharisees for pluck- 
ing corn on the seventh day. The act 
was undoubtedly one of necessity, to 
supply the need for food. Our Lord’s 
reply dealt with the basic purpose of 
the Sabbath. 


It was established to bless, not en- 
slave. It was designed for man’s good 
and not meant to be a lash, a burden, 
or something over which to argue and 
quarrel. 


“Therefore the Son of man is Lord 
also of the sabbath.” (Verse 28) We 
have an inference here that Jesus pro- 
bably had in mind changing the day 
from the Jewish Sabbath, commemorat- 
ing His triumph over the tomb, making 


Him truly, “Lord of the Sabbath.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: SABBATH 


KEEPING IS PRACTICAL.

“AT 1S FIntSHED” 








HIS STATEMENT of Jesus, while 

languishing on the Cross, is actu- 
ally one word in the original Greek: 
tetelestai. Its full meaning is “It was 
finished and as a result it is forever 
done.” 


A good translation would be: “It 
stands finished.” It might well be ex- 
pressed by the exclamation, “Done!” 
if the idea of perfection is held in con- 
nection. It is a word of accomplishment 
as well as of relief, of satisfaction as 
well as of fact, of victory as well as 
of work. 


To many, the announcement of the 
finished work of Christ is a matter 
of indifference. Baubles and tops and 
tinsel and shoes and coins and stocks 
and bonds and bread and butter and 
frolic are more important! 


Poor souls, how desperately they 
need some tragedy great enough to jar 
them into serious thought before it is 
everlastingly too late. Indifference to 
Christ! That is the climax of all sin- 
ning! 

To a few, the announcement of 
Christ’s finished work actually provokes 
antagonism. They hate God; they love 
sin; they want to be let alone. And 
one day, that forsakenness will be their 
burning shame and agony. 


To all, this announcement alone 
brings hope. Only because Christ com- 
pleted the work is it possible for any 
man to be saved. But the realization 
of the fullest possible effect of this 
finished work of grace depends upon 
my repentance and faith. 


God’s heart will go forever unsatis- 
fied if you refuse the finished work 
of Christ. Satan will receive some com- 
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fort if you share his doom with him. 
You will profit in no wise from the 
greatest work of the ages if you refuse 
to trust this Saviour. You must not ne- 
glect Him! 


Ebenezer Wooten was an Englishman 
and an earnest but eccentric evangelist. 
Many years ago he held meetings in a 
tent on the village green at Lidford 
Brook. The last service had been con- 
ducted, the crowd was leaving, and 
the evangelist was busy taking down 
the tent. A young fellow approached 
the preacher and rather casually asked, 
“Mr. Wooten, what must J do to be 
saved?” 


“Too late!” said the evangelist, in 
a matter-of-fact way, as he glanced up 
at the inquirer. “Too late, my friend, 
too late!” 


This startled the young man, driv- 
ing away every vestige of indifference. 
“Oh, don’t say that, Mr. Wooten! Surely 
it isn’t too late just because the meet- 
ings are over.” 


“Yes, my friend,” answered the evan- 
gelist, looking his questioner straight 
in the eye. 


“It’s too late! You want to know 
what you must do to be saved, and I 
tell you that you’re hundreds of years 
too late! The work of salvation is done, 
completed, finished! It was finished on 
the Cross; Jesus said so with the last 
breath that He drew! What more do 
you want?” 

Then and there the truth dawned 
upon the young man. There was noth- 
ing for him to do to finish the work 
that the Lord Jesus Christ had perfected 
at the Cross. That is, there was nothing 
for him to do but to fall upon his knees 
and accept the Saviour and His finished 
work of grace.
